@ producing genius knows the way 
down through a hard crustation of 
customs, manners and “improve- 
ments,” most of which merely serve 
to blirid. the simple unities of Shake- 
spearean drama. For here we need to 
cast aside most of the machinery of 
the stage and depend solely upon the 
human powers of director and actors— 
upon the same powers, in sum, that 
wrote the Shakespeare plays. To 
blend these plastic elements all around, .

by appearing on various amateur 
nights. They won first prize with a 
i, eggtand that was disheartening to 
other contestants.. In shrill trebles 
they sang and bellowed their way to 
easy money while optimistic lads, 
smeared with burnt cork and pos- 
sessed of a not too secret yearning to 
be noticed by scouts for Al Fields, 
Primrose & West and other min- 
etrel. troupes, voiced -sarcastic com- 
ments from the wings. 

These burning ambitions of the 
other amateurs were bound to find an 
outlet and eventually they did The 
edict ‘went forth that the Warren Trio 
was. to be barred ‘so that others 
might have their chance. Attendance 
on amateur nights was dropping off 
and competition. must bé restored. 
Under no account, must the box office 
suffer, an axiom which it is. said to 
be excellent to follow at all times in 
thé theatrical business. 

Aside from the disgruntled compet- 
itors of the young Warrens—who, in- 


cidentally, have been in Virginia only 
on. short trips—there was one other 


person ~who wes pleased over their 
involuntary ‘retirement from the 
Orpheum's amateur programs.’ This 
was their mother, who had not been 
the instigator of their footlight career.

scene they found themselves nothing 
more nor less than so many intermis:. 
sions between rounds of roller-skating, 

For that was.in the days when the 
rolier-skating craze was at its zenith. 
The bicycle, as a fad, had moved into 
the mausoleum, along with the bustle, 
and Americans, with their usual. ner- 
vous energy, were on ,roller-skates, 
not -realizing—and, to be truthful, not 
caring—that they were b rning:up en- 
ergy to arrive nowhere. Thus the 
Warrens, along \ “th. other perform- 
ers, were side shows to the main at- 
traction of skating. Usually the stages 
were. mounted on stilts twelve’ feet 
high. Upon this the audience would 
skate for half an hour and then fore- 
gather at the back to wateh an: act 
Some player would warble or ‘‘hoot’ 
and retire. Skating would restime for 














thirty minutes. Another act would 
emerge, only’ to depart deféated. And 
so it went. 

The schedule of the Warrens never 
varied. Amid the clatter of the 
skates on the maple floor could be 
heard their shrill piping of. ‘‘Every- 
body Works But Father,” /‘*Why 
Can't a Girl Be a Soldier?’ and, 
“There's a Dark Man Coming With 
a Bundle.’’. They worked the parks 
in the Summer and in the Winter 
went. to school. 

And then they tired of all this, as 
was not surprising. ._They wanted to 
get ahead, and so on to New ‘York 
the Warrens came some eighteen 
years ago. They had no trouble in 
getting. work. . They got plenty of it, 
As a child act they played benefit 
after benefit, fifty in all before they 
could obtain engagements on any 
veudeville cirtuit. One bar was their! 
youth. They could perform:in Phila- 
delphia and Pittsburgh, but: that: was 
of smali-value for & route when they 
were not allowed to appear in Wash- 
ington: and New York. 

So, for -a time, they \played clubs 
with the boy, now. programmed as 
‘‘Willlam Wayne, the Boy Soprano,’’ 
mouthing sentimental ballads, and 
Ruth, giving impersonations ‘of Alice 
Lloyd, Vesta Victoria and ‘Williams 
and Walker. In the days before wise- 
cracks were officially known as such, 
Ruth used to unleash a few in her 
impersonation of Yesta Victoria and 
the familiar reci of how she was 
left. waiting at the church, in the 
lurch, and so on, 

The two finally snared a route on 
the. small time. Arriving in Chicago, 
where they played five shows a day, 
the Boy Soprano discovered, some- 
where between his third and fourth 
appearances, that he was a soprano 
no longer. It was a fortunate occur- 
rence for ‘him, for from then on the 
Warrens developed into a standard 
dancing and, clowning act: Having 
learned from experience how to mas- 
ter “‘hokum’’—an art they'd gathered 
in the, roller-skating centres in the 
Southwest—they climbed to a point. 
where they became a recognized turn 
in the Keith and Orpheum houses, It 
was not long, considering that Wayne 
was in the army for two years, before 
they were approached for musical 
comedy. 

They gained little, they say, from 
being in ‘‘The Sweet Little Devil’’ or 
"Keep Kool."* But they returned to 
vaudeville, kept on trying and seem 
currently to have caught the fancy 
of the public by their boisterous hu- 
mor\in ‘‘Kitty’s Kisses.’’ It is a mat- 
ter of record that» Wayne helped ‘to 
bolster up his sister’s part, so that 
the opening night at The Playhouse 
‘found him with fewer laughs as his 
lot than usual. Only a vaudevillian

| Forbes, the leading woman, sent a 
wire to her uncle, James Nill, one of 
the best-known.

The Passing Shows—Old-Fashioned 
Story Vies With Hectic Comedies

FEW weeks ago at a subscription 
performance of the Interna- 
tional Film Arts Guild a pic- 
ture called “Going Straight,” 

produced twelve years ago, provoked 
no little amusement, most of. the fun 
being created by the gestures of the 
leading. man in signifying his inten- 
tion to take the narrow path. This 
actor was none other than King Bag- 
got;, whose. name figured last week in 
big letters on the Capitol screen—and 
‘by no means for the first time—as the 
director of the screen version of Alice 
’Hegan Rice’s story, “Lovey Mary.” 

. Im such a narrative it is rare to see 

‘a director hold the reins over extrava- 
}gant' sentiment, but Mr. Baggot, has 
| siigéeeded in this admirably, and: ‘has 
| kept to a gentle strain of pathos, d¢@-+ 
lineating. the character of Mary to a 
nicety. His comedy is a trifle obstrep- 
erous, an@the rogue, Stubbins, is per- 
haps too conscienceléss tobe true to 
life: The scene or setting of the Cab- 
bage Patch is also a bit too dismal, 
but it carried its effect to the thou- 
sands of persons who beheld this pic- 
ture. 

. A capable director invariably shows 

his strength by the performances he 
obtains from the players, and Mr. 
‘Baggot is to. be congratulated on the 
telling work of several of his actresses. 
It is the type of story which, had it 
not been adroitly produced, .might 
have elicited ridicule instead of tears.

_' American Methods Cause. Friction

EW people in England would 
; deny that the most entertaining 
films come from America, and 
exhibitors are convincéd ‘ that 
their prosperity depends on the out- 
put of Hollywood. Nevertheless, 
Americans would do well to examine 
the growing volume of criticism di- 
rected against their film industry. It 
may be misguided and unwarranted, 
but, it exists, and the strong campaign 
waged in the newspapers on behalf 
of British’ films is often directed 
against the United States. There are 
few thinking people in England who 
want to see the shortage of British 
pittures made an excuse for interna- 
tional ; friction. 
| ‘The object of this article is to draw 
attention to the mistakes which some 
Aviericans have made in their methods 
of ‘handling films and plays in Eng- 
land, and to beg them to exercise their 
predominance without offending’ the 
best British taste. Americans draw 
good profits from England, but some 
of their representatives are too im- 
patient and impetuous, and are likely 
to endanger not only their business, 
but international. friendship. 

The British people are conservative; 
for example, note the course of the 
general strike; and the best informed 
Americans know that British audi- 
ences are not pressed into the theatres 
by American methods.. The American 
publicity’ man who advertised a film 
in London by hanging all the posters 
upside down failed ignominiously.

Thirty-five thousand 

men and women, 20,000 boys 

and girls and 12,000 children

that. reaches its climax on Sunday, 

Monday and Tuesday of next week. 

Sokol festivals of these dimensions are 

a Slavonic form of Olympic games, but 

- $m one respect they have no parallel 

_ anywhere in the realm of large-scale 
gymnastics. 

These massed exercises bring more 
than 10,000 gymnasts together to per- 
form simple drills in unison, their 
white gymnasium singlets giving them 
‘the appearance of acres of daisies, the 
lifting and dropping of their arms 
synchronizing from one end of the 
great stadium field to the other, as if 
the whole vast exercise were operated 
mechanically by means of thousands 
ef invisible wires. - 

For this year’s festival a new sta- 
dium has had to be built (the one used 
for the last festival in 1920 is now a 
race course) and the capacity of its 
field for massed exercises Is 14,800 
men, spaced, as always, six feet apart. 
That, accordingly, will be the number 
of participants in this year’s massed 
exercises. The Sokol membership ts 
such that 30,000 men could be put 
through massed exercises, were there 
@ stadium field in the vicinity of 
Prague with so vast a capacity. 

The new stadium is on the Hradcany 
hill, outside the river bend that en- 
closes the oldest portion of the Czecho- 
slovak capital. The municipality. has 

-given the site to the Ministry. of 
Health under a ninety-year lease, and 
the Czechoslovak Sokols have... put 
7,000,000 Czech crowns (say $206,000) 
into the construction of the new sta- 


dium, raising part.of the money by a. 


levy of 10 crowns apiece on. their 
800,000 adult members. All the big 
Sokol festivals are to be held here in 
the future. There is accommodation 
for 130,000 spectators, more than half 
of them standing in the wide prome- 
nades that surround the stadium field,

gymnasts. 
Birth of Sokol Idea. 

The local preliminaries to the festi- 
val proper have been under way at 
the néw stadium since June 4, for the 
Sokols are naturally strong in and 
@round the Czech capital. In fact, it 
was at Prague that Dr. Miroslav Tyrs 
first- worked out the Sokol idea (his 
father-in-law, Jindrich Ftigner, fi- 
hanced it for him) some sixty years 
ago. It was Tyrs who chose the name 

. @f Sokol, a Czech word meaning fal- 
con—a name as striking as the dress 
that accompanies it.. Men membérs of 


the Sokols wear knee boots and gray / 


trousers, shirts of brilliant Garibaldi 
red, half-hidden by gray tunics, usu- 
ally slung from the left shoulder, and 
little round red caps with falcon feath- 
ers standing straight up from them. 
The local Sokols finished their pre- 
liminary program June 20 and the 
pan-Sokol festival proper began yester- 
day to rise throughout this week to its 
three big days on Su Jay, Monday and 
Tuesday of next week. Most of its 
participants are the Czechs them- 
selves, from Prague, from the rest of 
Bohemia, from Moravia and from the 
Czech colonies in Europe, in the 
United States and in Buenos Aires. 
Some of them are Slovenés, Croats 
and Serbs, now organized in the Yugo- 
slay Sokol union. Some are Poles, a 
few are Russian émigrés living in 
- Czechoslovakia and Yugoslavia (for in 
’ Russia itself the Soviet Government 
has suppressed the old Russian Sokol 
federation). Comparatively few are 
Slovaks and fewer still are Ruthenes. 
In the days of the empire the 
Czechs were subjects of the Austrian 
Government, which pérmitted the 
Bokols to be formed—falcon feathers, 
red shirts and all.

,#o that the Slovak &.°:ols are neces- 
sarily of post-war origin. The Bul-

Next Sunday morning the pilgrimage 
to the graves of Tyrs and Fiigner, 
creators of the Sokols, is to be made.

On Monday, July 5, President 
Masaryk, himself a Sokol gymnast in 
his younger days, will hold a recep- 
tion at the castle in the morning, and 
the afternoon's program at: the sta- 
dium is to be given over to massed 
exercises by all the attending soci- 
eties, the. American Sokols leading 
off. Tuesday. morning, July 6, will 
see the big procession of the Sokols 
through the streets of Prague, 55,000 
of them in their red shirts, moving 
like a broad river. of red. currants. 
Tuesday afternoon at the stadium the 
Sokols and the Czechdslovak army 
will stage their massed exercises. 
Tuesday evening, on an island in the 
river, the festival will close with the 
production of an allegorical scene 
called “Slav Brotherhood.” 

No Government Subsidy. 

The entire festival is ..n this year, 
as in previous years, by the Sokols 
themselves, with no subsidy from the 
Government. ~ In token of the: fact 
that the municipality of Prague is the 
patron of all the Sokol festivals, the 
festival committee this year has two 
members attached to it who repre- 
sent the municipality; but the entire 
meeting is financed by the Sokols of 
Czechoslovakia. 

Their central office is the residence 
of the old Michna family, and has 
been taken over by the Sokols at a 
price : of 3,000,000 Czech crowns

The underlying distinction between 
athletic meetings like the Olympic 
Games and the Sokol festivals will 
have become plain by this time. The 
Olympic Games present sport for 
sport’s sake. The big Sokol festivals 


present sport for the nation’s sake.+ 


Gymnastic societies formed dn na- 
tional lines in times of political. sub- 
jection do not always turn out, in the 
end, to be purely gymnastic in intent. 
It was the Czech Sokols that, after 
being suppsessed in 1914, finally broke 
through to the top in 1918 and were 
largely responsible for the creation of 
the present Czechoslovakia. To the 
Czechs the Sokols are still a national 
army, and among the Czechs,: more 


than among any other of the Slav 
oy the Sokols are the very heart 
of the nation. 

No class distinctions are made in 
the Sokol societies, Men members ad- 
dress one another as “brother”; wo- 
men members, who have the same 
standing in the organization as the’ 
men, address one anothér as “sister.” 
There is nothing artificial in this, It 
is typical of the Czechs as a nation. 
The upper classes in Bohemia have 
been German ever since the battle of 
the White Mountain. The lower class 
has been Czech for so long that you 
could probably count on the fingers 
of one hand those Czechs whose 
fathers were men of leisure, The 
Czechs all’come from the same level, 
and there are no Germans in the So- 
kols. 

In the sense of discipline that the 
Sokols inculcate, they are again only 
reflecting the qualities of the Czechs 
themselves, It.may ‘be that the 


‘(fhe Government may or may not 
be popular; the fact that_it is the 


Caech’s own Government makes him 


take an enormous pride in it. 


Women Now Participate. 

Women made their first appearance 
‘at the fourth festival in 1901 when 
6,700 men and 800 women partici- 
pated in the massed exercises. Sokol 
members from abroad also made their 
first appearance in. 1901, and there 
were more than 1,000 of them at the 
fifth festival in 1907. By. this time 
the festivals were so large that the

TOMATO, NOW A WORLD-FAVORITE,

It was originally indigenous 
to South America and may have orig- 
inated in Peru or some other part 
of the Andean range favored with an 
excess of humidity.

And he 
adds that this vitality helped to ani- 
mate the art of the French and Ital- 
ians, who were ‘‘writing careful pages 
about cities, stylized ruins:and mvtho- 
logical countries.’’ 

In Cotman’s drawings and water 
colors now. shown at Walker’s Gallery 
there is plenty of. imagination, He 
does not belong to a circumscribed 
island, sentimentalizing over. every 
verdant blade of grass, but speaks a 
more universal language. 

At the time he worked it was fash- 
ionable to copy country seats -qnd 
relics of mediéval art.. This interest 
coincided with that of the Continent;

It Is Called a “Political 


Misadventure” Necessarily 


‘Expensive, Undermining Party Responsibility 
and. Producing Inferior Candidates 


To the Editor of. The New York Times: |. 

The -Constitution: of the United 
Statés undertook to establish a repre- 
sentative form of government in the 
United States, The trial-of this great 
experiment for a century and a half 
has proved its success in many re-' 
spects. But the old‘ idea that the of- 
“fice should seek the man has yielded 
to the pressure of the publicity seek- 
ers, who, while fishing for office, have 
baited. their hooks with lurid, nostrums,- 
to which a leas thoughtful citizenship 


has risen to be caught. 


Among the political misadventures 
that have hooked the public is the 
direct p#imary, which is very much 


before the public at the present time. 
Its adoption was one of the political 
digressions which evidenced a transi- 


tion from a representative form of 


government -to a pure democracy; 
something totally different from the 
constitutional contemplation. 

The delegates to the nominating con- 
ventions of days gone by were. selected 
‘by popular vote, in limited districts, 
from among the leaders of the re- 
spective parties: They were usually 
men well known to, and of good 
standing among, their neighbors. They 
essembled in convention under a 
heavy responsibility to select, as can- 
didates, men in whose character and 
ability their neighbors had. implicit 
faith; othérwise they could not win. 

Moreover, ‘in those days, party suc- 
cess at the election depended upon the 
character and ability of its candidates, 
and a heavy responsibility rested upon 
the leadership of the respective po- 
litical parties—if that leadership was 
to be continued—to. select high-grade 
candidates and, after their election, to 
see that they. acted wisely and hon- 
estly. ; 

~The direct primary tends to under- 
mine party responsibility, because the 
parties are thereby not only relieved 
of responsibility for those who march 
under their banners but are. power- 
less to prevent the abuse of their party 
labels by persons unworthy of party 
support who, by merely deéliring 


themselves candidates on a!’ party. 


ticket, procure for themsélves ,.an 
honorable. political classification; and 
@ party label otherwise uriob ble.” 
They have no organization, sponsor- 
ship, stability, permanency. or con- 


tinuity of-policy or plan. :

“It goes 
on constantly in every State where 
the direct primary ‘exists,-as a neces- 
sary concomitant thereof, The only 
difference is in degree, de /UPOR | 
the size of the State and the volume 
of its voting population. 

The greatest virtue of any system of 
government. is establishment and per- 
manency. Under the convention sys- 
tem the parties had not only a con- 
tinuous responsibility but also a per- 
manency and continuity of purpose 
and policy that responded to the public 
need, not only at election time but also 
during the session of the Legislatures 
and of Congress’, Where {is there now 
any continuity of party responsibility 
for any program or, policy, or for a 
legislative program, in the Legislatures 
or in: Congress, or in any department 
of the Government? Each individual is 
‘a law.unto himself, and he acts indi- 
vidually, or in class blocs, but not in 
patty groups. The idea of continuity 
of purpose or policy never enters his 
head. 

Another condition which seems to 
have come into existence under, and 
as an indirect result of, the direct 
primary is\ the increasing number of 
members duly elected to Congress; in 
accordance with, and without the vio- 
lation of, the laws of their home State, 
or of: Congress, who for political pur- 
pos¢s are excluded from office by their 
.Congressional colleagues under. the 
pretense of corrupt or extravagant 
‘election: expenditures.

PILSUDSKI'S DEFENSE OF WARSAW 





f'0 the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read with interest an 
article by K. J. Hartung, entitled, 
“Pilsudski is a Genuiné: Son of Po- 


land,” ,which appeared in the -Mage-. 


zine Section? of the Jané 13 isstie of 
.THe New YorK Times. American 
journalists; as a rule, when writing 
about the personality of Marshal Pil- 
sudski. weave about him such. fan- 
tastic and impossible tales—chiefly 
the product of hearsay and their own 
fanciful imaginations—that one is 
often at a loss to form a definite 
opinion of the man. Mr: Hartung has 
broken away from this rule and has 
made an attempt to give an at- 
curate and true picture of Pilsudski. 
He is wrong, however, in his narra- 
tion of the part played by Pilsudski 
in the defense ef Warsaw in 1920 
and the defeat of the Russian forcés. 

Pilsudski’s advance into’ -Ukraine, 
early in 1920, was not an adyenture 
due to “his typically Polish  ‘fan- 
tasja’,”. as Mr. Hartung. states, but 
was organized for the purpose of fore- 
stalling a planned Russian attack on 
Poland of which the Polish Govern- 
ment had definite knowledge, ‘The 
retreat. of the Polish forces was not 
due to Pilsudski’s “inability as an 
army léader,” but to the fact that army 
supplies and ammunition were being 
held up at the. Czéchoslovak border 
and at Dantzic. 

As to the:dGefense of Warsaw, Mr. 
Hartung is again in error, He sim- 
ply states that “the French sent Gen- 
eral Weygand with a staff of high 
officers, who worked out @ new plan 
and defeated the Russians.” The. de- 
fense plan as worked out by General 
Weygand .was.never used... As the 
first move, General Weygand’s. plan 


called for the abandoning of Warsaw 
to the advancing Russian hordes and 
‘the establishing of defense lines to 
the wést, midway between Warsaw 
and Posen, reyerting. back: to. trench 
warfate and using the old German 
lines set up in the early part of the 
World War. This movement had for 
its object the shoftening of the front 
and the greater concentration of the 
forces, for at thar time the Russian 
Army had already advanced along 
the north beyond Warsaw. 

Pilsudski, ‘however,. rejected this 
plan and decided to. hold Warsaw at 
any cost rather than leave the city 
at the mercy of the Russians. fFol- 
lowing his own plan, ha ‘drove 1 
wedge directly to the east, breaking 
in two the Russian line. He de- 
spatched General Sikorski to the north 
and bottled up the Russians, who 
were concentrated along the line be- 
tween,Warsaw and Wloclawek. These 
two movements, planned and executed 
by. Marshal Pilsudski, started the dis- 
integration and. annihilation of the 
Russian Army and ended in the sign- 
ing. of:the Treaty of Riga. 

Mr.. Hartung, after ascribing to 
General Weygand the victory at War- 
saw, could not understand why, a few 
days after that battle, Marshal Pilsud- 
ski: published a statement in which he 
took credit for the defeat,.of the 
enemy. Mr. ‘Hartung might have 
realized that just at that point his 
files were not complete.. Evidently 
he did not know trat a ew'days after 
the battle\of Warsaw General Wey- 
gand also issued a statement, in 
which he, propertly, gave. to Marshal 
Piisudski full credit for the defeat of 
the Russians.

VIEWPOINT, OF THE INDIAN 





To the Editor of The New York. j Sit 

I read with great interest Colonel 
Bates’s account of the Custer fight in 
THe Times on Sunday. This state- 
ment is along different lines. 

General Custer and his command 
attacked Black Kettle’s camp. in the 
Washita on Nov. 27; 1868. <A great 
many Indian women. and children 
were killed. Yet this is spoken of as 
a battle, and the Custer fight was 
described at length in The Boston 
Herald last Sunday as a “massacre.” 
There were no women and children 
present in the Little Big Horn fight. 
George Bartlett, who traded with the 
Sioux seventeen years and spoke the 
language, informed me that Flat Hip, 
a. Hunkpapa Sioux, who had been 
wounded in the Custer fight, crawled 
near enough to shoot Custer with a 
pistol. The Pine Ridge Sioux claimed 
this about 1890. ‘ 

In , December, 1890, at Wounded 
Knee, 8. D,, the Seventh Cavalry de- 
stroyed Big Foot’s village of about 190 
Indians, a large percentage of whom 
were women and children. James 
Mooney, the famous ethnologist, prée- 
sents a complete account of the ac- 
tion, (“The Ghost Dance Religion,” 
Fourteenth Annual Report of. the Bu- 
reau of Ethnology.) It is stated that 
as the troops shot down the Indians 
many of our men ‘shouted, “Remem- 
ber “Custer!” Fleeing children were 
pursued and killed. 

When I last visited Pine Ridge I 
observed a monument erected to those 
who died in the massacre. The in- 
scription was in Sioux on one side 
and-in English on the other. It is, as 
follows: ; 

This monument fg erected by sur 
viving relatives and other Oglala 

and Cheyenne River Sioux Indians 
in memory of the Chief Big Foot 
Massacre, Dec. 29, 1890. 


Col. Forsythe in command of U. 8. 
troops. 


Big Foot wasa great Chief of the 
Sioux Indians. We .often said, ‘‘L 


will stand in posed till my last day 
comes.” He did many good and 

brave deeds for the white man and 
the red man, 

Many innocent women and chil- 
dren, who knew no wrong, died here. 
_ The erection of this monument is 
largely due to the financial assis:- 
ance of Joseph Horncloud, whose 

father was killed here. 

This was paid for and put up by 
Indians—not white people. 

It would befitting did we erect 
more monuments to the Indians who 
died in defense of their rights and 
their lands. . 

In all the works of fiction. and 
plays. which have for their themes 
life int the old days in the West no 
one as yet has sensed the Indian point 
of view. The Indians produced gome 
remarkable men. Sitting Bull, Red 
Cloud, Quana Parker, Crazy Horse 
and Geronimo are just as striking and 
dramatic figures as any of our white 
pioneers, scouts or army officers. 
Here is a rich and interesting field 
open to any of our great writers of 
Western scenes, yet nod one h-s ever 
availed himself of it, and practically 
every book as well as every play con- 
tinues the same old threadbare scenes 
and incidente—the crue] Indians, the 
courageous and. “virtuous” cowboys 
and frontiersmen who charge the 
camp .and rescue the beautiful. white 
maiden!

A ‘recent prosécution in our local 
Federal Court, with a conviction that 
carried with it a heavy fine and long 
prison sentence, indicates that .our 
Present laws, both, Federal and State, 
are capable of dealing with perjury 
#f they ure enforced by courageous 
men. While the indictments for per- 
jury in New York County in recent 
years have been. confined almost ex- 
clusiyely to false swearing in crimin :‘ 
actions, we Justices of the Supreme 
Court, as well as the judges in the 
other civil courts, have felt the need 
eof such action qn many occasions.

testified that he had committed per- 
jury on’the occasion of the stock-tak- 
ing, and that the loss »was far from as 
great as he had represented. The 
jury refused to believe him and gave 
a verdict for his former employer. 

At the close of the trial I sent the 
minutes. of the.case to the District 
Attorney with the request that the 
man be prosecuted for -his admission of 
wilful perjury, but it developed that 
the crime had been committed in Kings 
County © and the papers were sent 
Whether any action was:taken 
I never heard, but, coupled with my 
experience in the trial of \ accident 
cases, it caused me to write a letter 
to District Attorney Banton in which 
I said: 

My dear Mr. Banton: 

There is such a tendency to per- 
jury, especially in the trial of per- 
sonal injury cases, that I am takings 
the liberty to offer. for your consid. 
eration the suggestion that you have 
a representative in this court house, 
who will give special attention to 
this ‘subject. 

I know that your staff is busy, but 
I. know also’ your interest in the ad- 
ministration of justice, free . from 
the corrupting effect of perjury. 
That the.District Attorney, did not 

act on my request was undoubtedly 
due to the, fact that in order to deal 
with the crime of -perjury adequately 
in civil cases, it would be necessary: to 
assign--a prosecutor to each of the 
score of trial parts of the: Supreme 
Court. Of course the problem is im- 
possible of solution in that manner 
without a small army of prosecutors.’ 
A Policeman’s Perjury. 

During this saime perio# in an acci- 
dent case before mea policeman ap- 
péared as witfiess for one side and 
another policemen and his wife testi- 
fied fo a directly opposite state of 
facts for the other side, and each de- 
nied “that the other was there. It 
seemed to me that when a policeman 
got to the point where he would. go 
into court and testify falsely, there 
Should be some way to stop it.. Ac- 
cordingly .I wrote a letter to Police 
Commissioner. Enright on. Mareh 23, 
1925, in- which I said: 


My Dear. Commissioner. 

I have once or twice béen satis- 
fied that policemen in accident casés 
were committing perjury... In one 
case a policeman swore that he and 
his wife witnessed an -automobile 
accident, when it developed that the 
officer who immediately . appeared 
upon the: scene d made.a. report 
of the accident, did not see either 





this policeman *or his wife, iwho 
claimed to have been ‘there. Al-* 
though the policeman and his wife; 
claim»to have seen. the 
made no report of it whatever. 

This. leads me to the suggestion 
that the. discovery of the truth, 
~would. be! very much facilitated: if 
you would see fit to-issue an order 
that every policeman who is to ap-. 
pear as a witness*in court should. 
be required to notify the department 
before he attends;-and again. report 
after the trial, the name of the 
case, who subpenaed him, and how 
long he stayed in court. 

I know you -desire the truth as 
much’ as I do, and I ‘am. merely giv- 
ing you this suggestion for what it 
is worth. ‘While it is difficult to 
establish, I am satisfied a great deal 
of perjury is* being committed, ¢s- 
pecially in accident cases, 
Commissioner Enright fmmedfately 
notified me that he had taken the ac- 


tion suggested. 


The Bar Anxious to Ie'p. 


In most cases attorneys are anxjous 
to cooperate with the Court in pre- 
venting, uncovering and prosecuting 
perjury. Many times the client in his 
effort to reveal his case in its best 
light to the lawyer will misrepresent 
material facts and produce witnesses 
to support his statement. Then when 
the attorney sees the perjury revealed 
in court upon the cross-examination 
he is taken unawares and can only 
ask for a mistrial on the ground of 
surprise. Judges who have themselves 
fone through similar experiences as 
practicing attorneys understand fully 
that the lawyer ‘has been agiceee 
upon. 

False testimony. is not alwaya. per- 
jury. It may sometimes be given 
in entire good faith. While I was a 
practicing lawyer I went into’court to 
recover damages for a client whose 
coupe had been smashed against one 
of the Sixth Avenue elevated railroad 
pillars which parallel the surface car 


j tracks at Thirty-fifth Street by a trol!- 


ley car, Five witnesses testified that 
the pillars were on }the north- and 
south side of Thirty-fifth Street and 


that the accident could not have hap-f 


pened as I had conténded. My chief 
witness was a bootblack who ran a 
stand opposite the scene of the acci- 
dent. He swore the pillar was in the 
middle of Thirty-fifth Street. He con- 
vinced the jury he was right. I have 
no doubt the other witnesses fully be- 
lieved they were telling the truth: 
Prosecutions for perjury have been 
more: infrequent in civil and criminal 
cases than they should be’ because of 
the difficulty of proving that the false 
testimony was given willfully. Arti- 
cle 158, Section 1620 of the New York 
penal law thus defines, perjury: / 


* Perjury Defined by Law. 


“A person.who swears or..affirms 
that he will truly testify, declare, de- 
pose or certify, or that any testimony, 
declaration, deposition, certificate, af- 
fidavit or other writing by him sub- 
scribed is true, in an action, or a 
special proceeding, or upon any hear- 
ing, or inquiry,.or occasion in which 
an oath is required by law, or is nec- 
essary for the prosecution or defense 
of a private right, or for the ends of 
public . justice, or may lawfully be

The. difficulty of convincing a‘jury 
in a perjury prosecution that the 
false testimony, in either +a civil or 
criminal casé, was willful accounts: no 
doubt: for the fact that the prosecu- 
tions are. out of all proportion to the 
crime and that cohvictions ate ob- 
tained’ in. only about. oné-third of the 


cases. The records of the District At- 


torney’s vffice show that in twenty 
years prior to 1920 an average .of 
about nineteen perjury indictments a 
year were returned. Of these only 
f@bout six on an average were con- 
victed yearly. 

In the four following years there 
were thirty-eight indictments for per- 
jury, or less than ten a year, and 
only six convictions.. The figures 
simply ‘indicate that the difficulty of 


déaling adequately with perjury has. 


reduted the proseciitions, rather than 
that perjury itself is. decreasing. 
Among thousands of witnesses .there 
may. not bea single intentional per- 
jurer, but. Iyam far from being con- 
vinced that intentional perjury is on 
the wane. 


Perjury In Criminal Trials. 


In my View the most serious as- 
pect of perjury is in a criminal trial., 
When perjury comes into court’ jus- 
tice goes out. The time of the ceurt, 
which is worth about $300 a day in 
each part of the Supreme Court, in 
addition to all the expenses of: the 
honest men in the case, their counse! 
fees, the time of attending witnesses 
and the parties themselves, are ir- 
retrievably wasted when 
might have been trying the honest 
cases waiting to be heard. 

Perjury causes more misery, injus- 
tice and- contempt for the law than 
all the other crimes listed in the Penat 
Code; because, unlike other crimes, 
it may pervade every trial. We are 
often morally convinced that perjuty 
is committed, but detection is almost 
impossjble. Making ‘death the pun- 
ishment for perjury might not*stop it, 
but-the first execution under such a 
law would probably be the best de- 
terrent that @ould be prescrihed. 


Certainly ‘it is not too much to ask 
that perjury in a murder case shall 
be punished with the same severity 
meted out to the man who ts being 
tried for murder. Section 813 of the 
Penal law provides, in effect, that a 
man may~-induce another: to -cdmmit 
perjury (in a murder case or any 
other case) and, although the killer 
may be punished by death, the man 
who procures the perjury is merely 
guilty of a misdemeanor, provided hé 
does not offer or promise a,bribe to 
the’ perjurer. 

While it may not yet be necessary

human /society—sincerity and. ver- 
acity,”’ 

There has been change, Hf not prog- 
ress, in» the punishment of) perjury. 
An early legal history it was coh- 
sidered merely as a sin rather than 
@s a crime. Then the principal ‘in- 


jury was—supposed Ao be done to the 


Divine Being, the oath being taken in 
His name. Formerly, perjury result- 
ing in the conviction of a. person >for 
a crime punishable by death, consti. 
tuted the offense of homicfe rather 
than of perjury. 


In addition to the proper punishment 
there should be a law that, in any 
case where perjury was discovered, 
there should be entered a judgment in 
faver of the defendant against the 
perjurer for the full amount of the 
judgment, if it was for the plaintiff, 
and for all the expenses of the plain- 
tiff in preparing his case if the de- 
fendant won. And such judgments 
should be free of any of the excep- 
tions as fo the garnisheeing of prop- 
erty or Other means of enforcehent 
that apply to other judgments. Tf 
would-make it impossible for a man 
convicted of perjury: to Inherit ary 
property and-I should favor a law to 
escheat his éntire assets to the State. 


Chould Be Reimtursed. 


I fayor a law that would reimburse 
an indicted: man for his expense in 
defending an unwarranted indictment; 
T recall a foreignér -who- was: indicted 
in a United- Statés court some years 
ago. The indictment was. dismissed. 
He was reindicted. That indictment 
was dismissed.” ‘The Government ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court of the |, 
United States, which finally dis- 
missed the indictment again. Perjury 
certainly entered into this case at 
some stage. I can never forget: the 
surprise: on the ‘face of this honest 
foreigner when he discovered that he 
had ‘no recourse for the unjust prose- 
cution extending over three years. 


The most potent cause of miscar- 
riages of justice in criminal cases is 
the disrespect for the law engendered 
by the going scot frée of men who 
have been indicted but never con- 
victed. This may sometimes be due 
to technical defenses, but it is fre- 
quently .brdught about by perjury. 
There is only one way of preventing 
the disproportion’ between indicted and 
convicted. men. Change the law so 
that ne man shall be indicted, except 
in murder cases, without giving him 
a chance to be heard in his own de- 
fense by the Grand Jury.. I believe

These dollars have largely ‘become 
tangible in Government buildings, 
arsenals, warships, municipal tram- 
Ways, power developments, roads, 
bridges, telegraph lines. Americans 
own nq equity in these physical prop-( 
erties save in the event. of- repudia- 
tion of the debt. In such @ ‘con- 
tingency American bondholders might 
have to step in—as they have already 
stepped in in Latin America, 

Finally, there is a sum of dollars, 
large in itself but small in‘comparison 
with the other classes, which takes 
the form of short-term loans to for- 
e Governments’ and  énterprises. 
Such ddllars become tangible in the 
shape of working capital—inventories} 
of goods. American citizens cannot 
be said to own such goods, however. 
In case of thé financial collapse of the 
creditor their eguity might be worth:

These things must be felt to 
be understood. But they. hold a mean- 
ing for progress, though it: is not al-

efforts. ™ 

For flying in the Arctic is pioneer- 
ing, pioneering in a field which may 
Some day have 4 distinct value. IT 
think it is not at all improbable that

The Last Unknown Land. 


What, then, are the definite re- 
We gain a 
greater knowledge of the magnetic 
variations, of ocean currents, of the 
causes of meteorological disturbances, 
and we have the great hope of find- 
ing land—the last unknown land, if it 
exists—in the world. Outside of the 
aeronautical knowledge gained, these 
are the tangible results of Arctic ex- 
ploration, by foot or in the air, but 
I think that the great driving motive 
in polar adventure, and the cause of 
the interest those at home take in it, 
are due to a deep-seated ‘nstinct in 
mar. 

The lure of the unknown has always 
called him. To enter where no one 





“ 
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has been before, to look upon terri- 
tory where man has never set foot— 
these things exercise a powerful and 
irresistible influence upon the human 
mind. For years men have. been try- 
ing to scale Mount Everest. .It is 
possible that two brave young- Eng- 
lishmen. reached the top, but’ they 
never returned and we shall not know 
until a more fortunate explorer finds 
some trace of them. hy. make 
these fe nest efforts? Why" risk rep- 
utation, happiness, even life itself, 
merely to see what no other.man has 
ever seen? . 

If. one could answer these questions, 
he would find the secret of. that .im- 
pulse in the development of life which 
has raised man from. the amoeba, 
which has raised him from a half 
dumb brute to the intellectual mastery 
of the earth, and the waters under 
the earth, and the air above. The 
ambition which caused man to invent 
the airplane led inevitably to the 
flight to the Pole. It is not probable 
that Langley or the Wright brothers 
had any desire or hope of making 
money from their inventions. They 
wanted to fly. ; 

From Europe to Japan. 

But they were building for posterity ; 
théy: were blazing that difficult path 
which the pioneer must always travel. 
It is so with flying in the: Arctic ‘re- 
gions. Some day flying there will be 
secure and practicable. ‘The develop- 
ment of the airplane will reach a point 
where multi-motored machines, with a 
tremendous cruising radius, will fly 
from Europe to China or Japan across 
the Arctic basin. These preliminary 
flights will yield the data which will 
make it possible for our children to 
take Summer trips to the Pole—if we 
may be indulged in slight fantasy. 

No man wishes to risk his life use- 
lessly. The great object in Arctic ex- 
ploration now is to find land which 
would serve as a base for airplanes, 
for such bases must be established be- 
fore flying in the North ts practical 
I believe land is there, somewhere be- 
tween Axel Heiberg Island and Ells- 
mere Island and Point Barrow, Alaska. 
To find that would be a sufficient ac- 
complishment, but, in seeking it, in- 
formation of tremendous value to avi- 
ation is being obtained which will en- 
able those who come after us to ex- 
plore every bit of this tremendous 
basin. The world will never be satis- 
fied so long as any unexplored terri- 
tory remains. What is unknown at- 
tracts man with a greater fascination 
than anything else in life, whether it 
be. in. the laboratory. of the physicist, 
who steadily extends the limits of his 
vision, or in the waste places of the 
earth.

An Old Ambition. 


. I have always wanted to fly to the 
Pole, ever since I first began to be 
interested in aviation. It seemed 
primarily a problem of navigation, and 
I think that determined to some ex- 
tent the interest I took in problems 
of air navigation. I had worked out 
the navigation problems for the NC 
planes on the transatlantic flight and 
I was to have been assistant navigat- 
‘ing officer of the ill-fated B-38, the 
British ship which broke in two and 
was burned in England just before it 
was to make the flight to the United 
States. And I was so confident that 
an airplane could be navigated over 
the sea as easily as a ship that I 
wished ‘to make a flight across the 
Atlantic, acting both as pilot and navi- 
gator, but was dissuaded by Assistant 
Se¢retary. of the Navy Roosevelt. 
Then the polar flight began to take 
definite form.

Blackbeard’s: Career.

great mysteries of. the polar sea. 
Then came Wellman, with his crude 
dirigible which collapsed before it was 
fairly started. I flew on.the way to 
the Pole past the places where these 
men had made their starts. The next 
attempt was by Amundsen,” when he 
tried to get away from Alaska in.a 
Junker plane, but smashed: his land- 
ing gear in a, trial flight. . Alaska 
seems to have heen an unfortunate 
place for airplanes. 

Amundsen and Ellsworth made the 
next attempt with two Dornier-Walx 
seaplanes from: Kings Bay, . Spitz- 
bergen, and came déwn in a forced 
landing about 130 miles from the 
Pole. In their long struggle to get off 
the ice in one plane and their 
triumphal return from what appeared 
to be certain death is written one‘ of 
the epics: of-the North. ; 


It was this record which confronted 
me when I ‘made my plans. No one} 
had entirely succeeded in conquering 
the Arctic. Many-were skeptical. The 
yAmundsén’ failure and MacMillan’s 
statements. had persuaded many 
people that the airplane was unsuited 
for exploration in‘ the’ North. There 
was what I considered an  unjustifi- 
able préjudice against planes for such 
‘work. I was sure that, with the prop- 
er machine and* with ‘a ‘reasonable 
safety ‘factor, the flight to the Pole 
could be made, I had considerable 
experienee in Arctic flying. Bennett 
and I had flown 3,000 miles with the 
MacMillan expedition ~to».Greenland, 
and I*had proved to my own satistac- 
‘tion that airplanes could meet all Arc- 
tie conditions, . provided. there ~were 
any bases of operation. - “ 

‘The Uncertain’ Weather. 
“But ‘there was)/no comiparison; I 
knew, between flying froif Greenland 
and ‘flying from Spitzbergen. ' Every-, 
thing ‘was different.

It was 
nearer.the Pole than any other place | 
we could reach by ship; and. from 
Amundsen’s.experience the year before 
I felt sure that I would find enough 
ice in Kings Bay from which to. fly. 
We were disappointed in that, for the 
ige in the bay was broken into floating 
cakes and small bergs. .Jt was neces- 
sary to take off from.the snow. ashoré| 
on.skis,..something which, so far as I 
know, had never been done with so 
large.a plane and with so heavy a load 
—more than four and a half tons, with 
fuel and equipment. aboard. 

The Arctic presents a different fiy- 
ing problem from any other part: of 
the world because different types of 
planes must be used in. the various 
seasons, In the Summer the only type 
of plane suitable is the flying boat, as

Protecting the Motors. 


But this- pioneering work this year 
solved several problems. ‘We learned 
how our skis should be built, or rather 
how they, should not be built, in order 
to: give‘the most efficient results, We 
learned, how te overcome motor 
troubles due to the cold by enclosing 
the motors in a specially constructed 
fireproof canvas cover under which we 
placed a heating stove. And by cowl- 
ing the motors we found that, even 
under way in zero temperature, we 
could keep the motors running in a 
temperature equal to that of New 
York City.- , 

We found.that by heating our oil 
and using a heavier oil than had been 
thought possible, we overcame lubri- 
cation difficulties due to the cold, and 


by using graphite in our instruments 
On the board in front of the pilot and 
in the navigation instruments such as | 
the sun compass, we found that the 
congealing which would have ‘stopped 
them was avoided: I learned some- 
thing about the variations of the mag- 
netic compass, and I found that all 
the knowledge of navigation I had 
gained during years of study could be 
applied successfully to the unforeseen 
problems of navigation in the most 
difficult spot on earth’ 

Altogether I feel that this year’s ex- 
pedition was Successful, and that the 
knowledge we gained will be of value 
to aviation. We built on what we 
learned the year before in Greenland, 
and other attempts will be built. on 
what was learned this year. It is 
only in this way that progress is made 
in any science. t 


The South Pole Next? 


And what of the future’ of Arctic 
exploration in the air? There is so 
much left to be done that it is hard 
to say. Possibly the South Pole. Per- 
haps a. more vigorous thrust into that 
unexplored on traversed by, 
Amundsen Ellsworth, . starting 
from a base at the north of Green- 
land or Elismere Island, I established 
two basts on Elismere Island last, 
year, and one of them has not. been 
touched , since. ‘ / 

The South Pole offers, perhaps, the 
most romantic bit of exploration, be- 
cause there is a vast unknown con- 
tinent, only the edges of which have 
been exploréd, and two narrow. paths 
to the Pole traversed by Amundsen 
and by Scott, who perished so glori- 
ously on the way back. It is not 
easy to explore by airplane, for al- 
though the snow rests.on solid ground 
and does not shift as it does on the 
Arctice ice floes, it is 10,000 feet in 
the air and bitterly cold. 

There is this great advantage, how- 
ever, that bases may be set down at 
intervals between the edge of the con- 
tinent and the Pole. Indeed, it should 
be possible to set down bases any- 
where within this great waste of snow, 
making aerial navigation a much more 
practical and surer course than by a 
swift dash into the interior and back. 
It it were necessary to come down it 
would be possible. to do so, make re- 
pairs and start off again, for we have 
proved at Spitzbergen that a heavy 
plane may be landed with safety on 
the snow. 

The approach to the South Pole 
would probably be through McMurdo 
Sound to the ice barrier, where so 
many. expeditions have landed. Get- 
ting a plane ashore there should pre- 
sent no greater difficulties than at 
Spitzbergen, although the plane would 
have to be lifted to the top of the ice 





barrier .unless it were tempeérarily 


placed on pontoons and flown to the 
top. That might be the easiest way. 
It- would be impossible to tell until 
facing the problem, but whatever the 
situation, there is no doubt that it 
coul@ be met. In the Antarctic the 
greatest peril to flying would be the 
strong winds and the. cold, and the 
meteorological service would have to 
be of the best, But the lure of that — 
great unknown area will undoubtedly 
call some one to it in an airplane and 
a new and remarkable chapter will be 
written in aviation. 

The Arctic still offers, however, some 
extremely alluring opportunities ‘for 
exploration by air. There are three 
points from which it may be éntered— 
Spitzbergén, Point Barrow and from 
Greenland by way of Etgh, the route 
taken by Peary, Spitzbergen offers 
the great advantage of being warmed 
by the Gulf Streang, so that it is possi- 
blé to get further north by ship than 
at any other point. -‘This warm 
stream of water eats away the ice 
floe in a great semicircle and makes 
navigation to the north of Spitzberg- 
en possible by late Spring. It is 
amazing to realize that at Kings Bay, 
for instance, we werd 500 miles north 
of Point Barrow. At no other point 
can you get nearer than 1,200 miles 
to the Pole at the time of ‘year we 
were there, . 


Disadvantage of Base. 


But the disadvantage of Spitzbergen 
is that it Hes too far from the region 
which probably contains land. It is 
possible .to reach all the region be- 
tween Cape Morris Jesup and the 
Pole from Spitzbergen, but the area 
to the west would be too far away, 
unless it were possible to put down | 
a base there, which I at first intended 
to do this year. . The danger of land- 
ing on snow_so far from our’ main 
base with the skis we were using, 
however, made this seem inadvisable 
and I determined 1o go from the Pole 
to Cape Morris Jesup and.then re- 
turn to Kings Bay in one flight, which 
would have been done if the leak in 
thé oil tank had not occurred. 
-By striking into the polar sea from 
the poinf@ in Greenjand, Ellsmere Is- — 
land and Point al] the unex- | 
plored area could. be reached very 
easily. As a mattér of fact, it could 
probably all be. reached from Elis- 
mere Island, where early in the 
Spring it would be possible to take off 
on skis from a few places. This-area 
attracts me greatly, and so little of it 
has yet been seen, even by Amundsen 
and Ellsworth on their recent trip, 
that there is no positive assurance 
that land does not exist there. .

The State has been without a Re- 
publican leader since,the death of Boies 
Penrose, and the party machine during 
that time has been guided chiefly by 
the Vare organization in Philadelphia, 
the local machine in Pittsburgh and 
the State Committee under the direc- 
tion of Harry Baker. Out of the con- 
fusion of the present moment no doubt 
one. strong. man or a. combination of 
men will. emerge to take the leader- 
ship. 

In the meantime one may learn from 
a study of conditions in the City of 
Philadelphia how the machine has ob- 
tained its wonderful strength.

HE remaking of New York. pro- 
| rip on a grand scale. Wher- 
ever the eye’ turns it may note 
_ the disappearance of the old and 
the introduction of the new. Each day 
this moving panorama differs from the 
day before. Hosts of men are rend- 
ing and rebuilding on the surface, and 
above and below it. The city of yes- 
terday merges fast into the New York 
of tomorrow and the présent is over- 
Shadowed by greater changes to come. 
In the presence of cluttered streets 
and of buildings that grow as if by 
Magic it becomes a little hard to com- 
prehend that the newer New York is 
being devised according to fairly def- 
fmite plans, , At least, the old days of 
¢asual construction for the needs of 
the moment’ have’ come to an end. 
Streets ure nd ‘Idhger allowed to bear 
‘but half the’ ‘traffic they should ac- 
commodate. Buildings may be erected 
only as they comply with restrictions. 
There is a consciousness of aim and 
direction. 
Scope of the Improvement. 


The changes. under .way or projected 
‘may be grouped under these heads: 

1. Surface. Widening and repaving 
gshore-front thoroughfares; widening 
and extending north-and-south aye- 
nues;. developing new centres and 
plazas; converting the. Harlem River 
into another River Seine. 

2. Above Ground. Elevated roads 
ways for street traffic on the west 
gide and the east side and at Grand 
Central; vast new dwelling accommo- 
dations in mid-town skyscraper apart- 
ments. 

3. Below Ground, New city sabwayit: 
@. vehicular tunnel to New Jersey, 
three-deck streets. 

4. The Gateways. Hudson bridge at 
Washington Heights; four bridges’ 
across the East River. 

Widened thoroughfares on the: east 
gidé and one new artery on the west 
side will serve to divert traffic from 
the log-jam of central 
The new motor express highway along 
Twelfth Avenue and West Street will 
Provide a direct means of access from 
lower New York to Riverside Drive. 
When Governor Smith signed the bill 
authorizing this highway he sanc- 
tioned the first step In a development 
of broad possibilities. If the highway 
achieves even a part of the purpose it 
Tepresents, there may follow a series 
of elevated roadways with entrances 
at convenient points. We may see the 
vision realized of streets having two 
and three tiers. 

Streets of Three Tiers.

This conception is typical of-the en- 
gineering thought that is nowadays 
devoted to the study of relief for Man- 
hattan’s congested streets. 

’ Within the last year street tmprove- 
ment has tended to draw traffic from 
the crowded centre. Second Avenue 
has been’ widened in. part, and West 
Street repaved. The. acres of Man~ 
hattan are precious soil, and these 
ucres are being measureably increased 
if we think of them in the terms of 
usefulness. By .widening . roadways 
and reducing sidewalks, .room has 
been found for thousands $f: vehicles 
where only a -few..pedestrians -trod 
before. In many. cases. the reduction 
was offset by shearing away. long 
lines of old-fashioned stoops. 

This single change in > thirty-odd 
thoroughfares of Manhattan has added 
numerous acres to the city’s street 
needs. At a moment when the pfes- 
sure of traffic has almost reached the 
impassable stage such acres. are 
precious indeed. The results. gained 
have been well indicated in Park Aye- 
nue, where. space for 10,000: additional 
vehicles daily was provided: between 
Thirty-fourth and Fortieth Streets by 
the narrowing of central parkways. 

Reduction of sidewalks and ‘paring 
of stoops has.remade Lexington and 
Madison Avenues into traffic ar- 
teries only Jess important than Park 
and Fifth: Avenues. Fourth, Fifth, 
Sixth and Eighth Avenues are under- 
going the widening process. Fifty- 
ninth, Fifty-seventh and Thirty-fourth 
Streets also have’ yielded to vehicles. 


Escaping the Traffic. 


At the upper end of Riverside 
Drive, from 158th Street. to Dyckman, 
the road has been converted into a 
motor boulevard, .with the elevated 
highway extending to the southern 
limits of the Drive. The man having 
an office in Wall Street will soon be 
able to travel by car up West Street 
and thence along the. highway and 
Drive to points beyond without -en- 
countering the traffic of central Man- 
hattan. 

But the greatest projects in: street 
improvement are yet to be completed, 
It. was not many years ago that 
Delancey Street was widened. Now 
Allen Street is to undergo a similar 
transformation. Perhaps no. other 
street of the east side fulfills the re- 
quirements ef poovie thrillers quite so 
well as Allen Srre. It is tnkept, 
dark and unwholesome,, The elevated 
roars overhead and sunlight pene- 
trates only by vagrant. rays between 
the crossties of the roadway. 

Allen Street .is to take on a new 
aspect and a new dignity. From. De- 
lancey to First Street’ the row of 
tenements along the eastern side will 
be torn down, extending the street by 
88 feet to a total width of 188. The 
elevated is to run along the western 
side, with playgrounds below for chil- 
dren and mothers, facing apartments 
of modern typé. Thus another artery 
of traffic will be opened between the 
relatively broad stretches of uptown 
and the crowded east side of down- 
town. . -The sun. will shine in Allen 
Street, 

While these ‘undertakings are going 
forward on the east side, work will 
probably begin this Summer to extend 
Sixth Avenue.- southward from “its 
present terminus at Carmine Street to 
Canal Street, cutting through the 
mass of old streets that cross and re- 
¢ross between: the two. points. just as 
cow. paths wandered there in the days 
when Greenwich Village was still.a:

ners of the city that haveremained 
hidden; while busier neighborhoods ex- 
panded and went in for skyscrapers. 
He who would see Greenwich Village 
unviolated had best ‘hasten down to 
Carmine. Street and its odd corners. 

At a time when so many other 
streets are looking up and taking on 
dignity, Eighth Avenue will be wi- 
dened. It is expected to become more 
serviceable than at present for north 
and south travel. It is one of the 
conspicuous thoroughfares that have 
lain outside the principal zone of traf- 
fic pressure until the last year or two. 

Under the Miller plan, Broadway 
and Fifth Avenue might be Goecined 





as the natural channels of traffic and 
the line of congestion» Until the be- 
ginning of that plan they were almost 
the only north and south thorough- 
fares that motorists willingly followed. 
But the improvements sketched here 
have gradually drained jthe surplus 
traffic from two streets and provided 
means of travel/for the daily increase. 

One of the biggest undertakings of 
all in connection with this plan and 
with civic improvement generally is 
the traffic relief measuré devised for 
the Grand Central neighborhood. Since 
the inclined roadway was built from 
Park Avenue, extending around the 
west side of the terminal, traffic has 





grown.. When first opened this road- 
Way reduced the pressure below to a 
marked extent, but that pressure has 
mounted daily until crowded conditions 
have returned. 

The New York Central owns Depew 
Place, a private street on the east 
side. of the terminal.. Arrangements 
now completed will. permit the diver- 
sion of uptown. traffic by this route, 
confining downtown traffic to. the 
western section of the roadway. 

Improvement is not to stop short 
with this incidental relief. Traffic 
empties into East. Forty-fifth Street, 
just. north of the terminal, and meets 
another. stream passing across town.

OLGA WAS: REGAL UNTIL’ THE END 


OM Rosie the other day came the 

news that death had terminated 

the sorrows of. the former Dow- 
ager Queen Olga of Greece, one of the 
little. group of exiled European Queens 
who for years have been living in 
countries alien to their . own. ie og 
others are Amelie of Portugual, Marie, 
“Lady of Tears,” of Russia; Charlotte 
of Mexico, Sophia of Greéce and Zita 
of Austria. 

The end came in Queen Olga’s home, 
the Villa Anastasia. She Was‘in her 
seventy-sixth year. The glories of the 
past remained with her to the last in 
the shape of magnificent paintings, 
statues and objets d’art that she had 
rescued from her palace in Athens. 
Only the members of her ' iate 
family and a few old friends were able, 
in her final days on earth, to gain ad- 
mittance to her bedside... The Queen 
of Italy and Princess Mafalda often 
visited ‘her. 

Born the Grand Duchess Olga Con- 
stantinova. of Russia, she. married 
Prince William of Denmark, who later 
was elected King of the’ Hellenes and 
ascended the throne at Athens as 
George I. He was only 18 when he 
took over the rule of a nation of ex- 
citable subjects; and ‘his reign was not 
altogether peaceful. There were many 
times when the cares of office weighed 
too heavily on his showtlders, and he 
took his own means of. escaping them. 
‘When Prince.of Denmark, he was ac- 
customed to enter. boxing meets under 
the namé of “George ‘Papadoulos,” and 
even after becoming King of the Hel- 
} lenes “he carried off a semen em?

be the most congested centre on the 
earth, if it has not already reached 
that distinction. Within ten years the 
district has undergone changes never 
paralleled elsewhere, even, in New 
York, the city of ceaseless change. It 
has evolved from a neighborhood of 
a few hotels and a great railroad ter- 
minal into a crowded metropolitan dis- 
trict, where the most sumptuous hotels 
of the country, office buildings, sky- 
scraper apartments and a dozen other 
kinds of structures elbow one another 
for room. 


- New Age of Building. 


The New York of yesterday, today 
and tomorrow ‘passes in review in the 
course of a ten-minute walk along al- 
most any street of old Manhattan. 
Great and strange’ buildings rise on 
every corner. Where masses of tene- 
ments have stood for as long as the 


|memory of latter-day New Yorkers 


run, modern apartments appear. Al- 
though the newer New York will lose 
much of the charm that has marked 
the old, it is to be a city conceived 
upon a Titanic scale. Instead of con- 
tinuing to grow according to a patch- 
work plan, construction is undergoing 
regulation that should encourage ar- 
chitectural betterment, 

Until a few years ago, Fifth Avenue 
and the Murray Hill region held out 
against the towering apartments so 
familiar elsewhere. But the last bar- 
riers have fallen and the homes of 
other days are vanishing rapidly, 
while apartments of many floors rise 
aloft. The inyasion of the skysctap- 
ers en masse in central Manhattan 
threatened to darken its streets, as 
such tall buildings already had dark- 
ened many downtown streets. Thus 
the law restricting the base of such 
buildings to 150 feet in height ‘was 
urgently needed, The new law brought 
with it a changing architectural pat- 
tern that has remodeled the look of 
upper Manhattan. 

None of the new buildings rise to 
spires, like the Woolworth structure, 
but are modeled with bold buttresses 
and ascending flights of many floors 
that impart a truly Babylonian aspect 
to the skyline.. In such new districts 
as the garment centre, clustering 
about Seventh Avenue and Thirty- 
eighth Street, .the skyscraper loft 
building has ‘been carried to its high- 
est development. Nowhere else in the 
city or the world may such a large 
total .area of floor spacé be found 
upon so small an area of ground 
space, Here is intensified industry at 
its very busiest. 

Construction of all kinds in Manhat- 
tan has established new records year 
after year, with a further increase for 
the first quarter of 1926.. The move- 
ment of business uptown. has relieved 
to some degree the office demands of 
business downtown, a change bringing 


about the erection of apartments: in‘ 


the Greenwich; Chelsea and, other 
neighborhoods. where it had seemed 
that business would inevitably drive 
out homes. The slums of New York 
are disappearinig. ‘When Sixth Ave- 
nue. penetrates southward to Canal 
Street it will sweep away a populous 
stretch of temements that. are. more 
picturesque than habitable. 
‘City Centres Flourish. 

On the east side the Allen Street 
improvement is certain to be followed 
by extensive building operations 
foundabout. The so-called ‘‘old law” 
tenements are being~ demolishéd 
steadily to, meet demands tor tesa 
quarters. 

While the streets are undergoing 
expansion and the buildings that line 
these streets are changing rapidly, the 
city: is deyeloping mew. centres and

tre, and its’ completion must lead ‘to

Paris. or Roman square.

project, and much of the ground has 
been acquired. Broader streets are 
in prospect through the Mulberry 
Bend section. 

An undertaking further. north will 
be the broad square that is to mark 
the end of Sixth Avent where it ad- 
joins Canal Street. This will be a 
city centre comparable to Columbus 
Circle and should become a mart of 
business. Perhaps high office build- 
ings will be erected in the near-by 
streets, 

It may be believed that the deével- 
opment of New York will blend the 
beautiful with the practical in some 
measuré. Engineers of thé Regional 
Plan of New York are plotting every 
block of the Marihattan waterfront, 
showing. the present appearance and 
an idealized picture of the way the 
waterfront ‘should look. Cathedral 
Spires, pleasant parks and imposing 
facades would supplant the muddle of 
old buildings. 

This group of engineers has ambi- 
tious plans. They would combine the 
utilitarian with the ideal in impres- 
sive measure, and they. have demon- 
strated that the two may be joined 
as one. It is their view that the 
Harlem River should become another 
Seine, winding between parkways on 
either side lined by suitable buildihgs. 
They believe that a great railway ter- 
minal on the Bronx side of the river 
is a probable development of the fu- 
ture, ‘ 

Gateways of the City. 


While Manhattan ts struggling. to 
care for its traffic, other outlets are 
in. the making to New Jersey and 
Long Island. That they cannot be 
completed in time to do more than 
catch up with the need is evident. 

Of the four bridges crossing the 
East River not one is adequate to care 
The 
Queensboro Bridge, until a year or two 
ago the least used of the four, is now 
one of the most crowded. Motor cars 
on’ a Sunday or:a holiday frequently 
wait an hour to cross.- All transit 
lines using the bridges are handling 
capacity throngs. 

These conditions apply in equal 
measure to the transit lines beneath 
the rivers. During the rush hours of 
the day any one of them is typical of 
all the rest in being jamméd to the 
point of acute discomfort. -New York 
has had neither a new underwater 
route nor a new bridge within a 
decade, but it will soon have its first 
vehicular tunnel, running from Canal 
Street to Jersey City, The tunnel ts 
to have a capacity of 3,200 vehicles an 
hour at its maximum and will provide 
a thoroughfare for much of the traf- 
fic now carried by ferries. 
likely .that the relief will be of short 
duration and a tunnel will soon be 
crowded, 

Plans have been prepared for fouf 
new bridges across fhe East River. 
One of these is needed below the Wil- 
liamsburg Bridge, a second just above 
the Manhattan, a third north of the 
Queensboro and a fourth in the vicin- 
ity of 125th Street. Plans for the 
fourth structtre are complete, a great 
triborough bridge to join Manhattan, 
Queens and the Bronx. It would rest 
upon ‘Ward's and Randall's ‘Islands 
and involve three miles of constradé 
tion. 

The Port of New York Authority, 
representative of New York’ and New. 
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WOMEN TAKE NOTE 
‘OF NEW PROBLEMS 





Trade Union League and Home Economics As- 
sociation Will Meet in the West to 
Discuss Practical Ideals

THIS world of - specialization, 
‘women, collectively speaking, are 
among the chief specialists. They 

organize around their specialties until 
there are organizations not only for 
special purposes but also for dealing 
with those purposes from special 
points of view. On the other hand, 
viewing life as a whole, they relate 
their specialties, too, or present them 
to you as opposite sides.of one picture, 

Something like this may be said 'of 
two groups of womén who are assem- 
bling to discuss their specialties this 
week. Casually considered; they may 
seem far apart, and the fact that they 
are meeting simultaneously is really 
accidental; but they do relate their 
work, consciously or unconsciously. 
They present the opposite sides of a 
picture of life; for these are women 
who, on the one hand, earn money to 
make homes possible, and, on the oth- 
er band, find ways to convert money 
fnto homes that are worth having. 

‘Wage-earning women, federated into 
the National Women’s Trade Union 
League of America, will hold - their 
tenth biennial convention in Kansas 
City beginning tomorrow. Home econ- 
omists will gather in Minneapolis on 
the same date for the nineteenth an- 
nual meeting of the American Home 
Economics Association. The two or- 
ganizations are almost the same age. 
There are wage-earning wonien and 
home economists in both, whether or 
not professionally so. designated. For 
when industry took women away from 
the home it did not take their homes 
away from women, nor did it take 
away their jobs of making homes, 
The new fact in history is that science 
and eduéation are developing the home 
into a modern industry; and women 
are putting that industry on a scien- 
tific basis. 
: Reacting to the Change. 

The important thing to note here, 
however, ts-how the women themselves 
have reacted to the change. 

As wage-earners they -have,. for.one 
thing, gradually, and with difficulty, 
organized in a militant way ‘to meet 
it. In an‘age of mass production, they 
must mass their-forces to preserye hu-- 
man values from the. grasp. of, the 
commercial. Women who work in fac- 
tories must have time to live outside 
those factories. Life- must not be all 
work. Women, like men, need at least 
“eight hours for sleep and eight hours 
for what you will,” which means that 
they should have not more than eight 
hours of work a day, They must 
have sufficient wages to provide the 
homes and recreation that make life 
at all worth while; that permit their 
minds to. grow, lifting their souls 
above the daily grind of shop ‘and 
whirr of factory wheels: 

The individual girl or woman can- 
Wot do this for herself, because, by 
herself, she has not’ the bargaining 
power, So she. turgs to the trade 
union, joins with other women and 
with the men of her trade, that they 
may make the collective bargain with 
their employers for shorter hours, bet- 
ter pay, social justice; that they may 
get the Legislature to pass better laws 
-—laws providing higher industrial 
standards for all workers, in or out of 
@nions. Meeting the hard realities of 
Hife at the economic level where she 
has to struggle for existence, woman 
makes a defensive alliance with her 
fellow-workers. 

But this is no easy thing for wo- 
men. Every obstacle that a-man may 
meet in the fight for industrial rights 
is twice as great for a woman. Her 
experience is less than half of his; the 
demands upon her are greater.. For 
eges she dwelt and worked in a 
“sphere” tightly circumscribed. The 
‘world of industry ifs not like the walled 
off world of the home. 

Moral Backing. 


It was to concentrate on women’s 
Mndustrial problems, therefore, that 
the National Women’s Trade Union 
League was formed in 1908. It fed- 
erated with unions of :the American 
Federation of Labor having women 
members, and admitted other women, 
too, if they subscribed to the union 
platform. Thus it. put behind the work- 
ing woman in her struggle the moral 
backing of a sympathetic. group. out- 
side her own. It furnished stimulus 
for the working woman herself to 
function more actively_in her union, 
It trained women to organize women. 
_ it interpreted trade union principles 
to a new public. It sought to inter- 
pret the working woman to the work- 
ing man—for, after all, it is a tragic 
fact that.a woman movement, has to |, 
assert itself in every field of life, if 
‘women are to have justice, even: from 
the men of their own kind and family 
because men do not think from 
women’s. point of view. 


The National Women’s Trade Union: 


League has functioned as the woman 
movement in the labor movement; 
recognizing always the common goal 
of economic justice, the oneness: of 
men’s and women’s interests in the 
struggle, but none the less the neces: 
sity of equal: rights and opportunity 
as between fellow-workers,. whether 
men or women.’ The league has thus 
laid down, as the first plank in its 
platform: Organization of women 
_ Workers into the unions of their. trade. 
It. works for this end through local 
Jeagues—i.. e., local ‘federations: of 
local unions having women members, 
and individuals as well, and through 
’ field organizers, who cooperate with 
‘focal unions and their organizers, to 
gather the girls and women of each 


their respective .unions — to enable 
them to negotiate with their employ- 
ers for the kind of working conditions 
they need and want. 

It is simultaneous education and ap- 
plication of the trade union principle 
of collective bargaining as opposed to 
individual bargaining between em- 
ployer and employe. It is done be- 
cause the individual worker has no 
chance against the superior bargain- 
ing‘power of the individual employer. 


A Slow Process. 

Unionization, though, is a slow 
process. It is slowest for unskilled 
workers, who are more easily replaced 
than are the skilled; and it is very 
difficult with young workers, who 
move on rapidly from job to job, or 
out of industry entirely. It is slower 


many women who. go into- industry 
enter young ‘and: through the less 
skilled occupations. ‘They don’t take 
the unions seriously enough—the very 
young girls. 

So, although the joint efforts of the 
unions themselves, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor’ and the National 
Women’s Trade Union League have 
increased by 10 per cent. in the last 
ten. years the number of women or- 
ganized, there are still less than half 
a million women members of trade 
unions in the United States, as com- 
pared with about 4,000,000 men. 

Trade union organization, therefore, 
is not the only plank in the platform 
of the National Women’s Trade Union 
League. Supplementing the organiza- 
‘tion work is legislative work—to obtain 
by law an eight-hour day or a forty- 
eight-hour week, and to remove. other 
economic handicaps to working wo- 
men, who as a class are much more 
exploited and exploitable than are 
men. With reasonable working hours 
sécured by law the unions’ time could 
be: given to other problems, entailing 
results far more constructive to indus- 


| try. and to the workers than if nego- 


tiations must always be confined to 
the struggle over mere bread and 
butter. . 

Then there is education—of two 
kinds: one kind directed-to the work- 
ing woman herself, to train her for 
leadership in the labor movement, 
where trained leadership is so much 
needed; the other directed to the pub- 
lio at large, to spread a wider undef- 
standing of the workers’ problems. 

All these things the National Wo- 
men’s Trade Union League seeks to 
do. It has, in Chicago its national ex- 
ecutive” officers -to- serve its local 
leagues.. It has, also in Chicago, a 
training school for active women 
workers in the labor movement. The 
Federal legislative headquarters are in 
Washington. 

The League’s Officers. 

For many years thé President of 
the National Women’s Trade Union 
League was Mrs. Raymond Robins of 
Chicago, now Honorary President, 
whose service to the woman’s labor 
movement is known the country over. 
For the last four years the President 
has been Mrs. Maud Swartz of New 


York, a printer by trade, whose pres- |: 


ent job is that of compensation adviser 
on behalf of the New York Women’s 
Trade Union League to women in- 
jured in industry and entitled to re- 
dress under the laws of the State. 
The Vice President is Miss Rose 
Schneiderman of New York, a cap- 
maker who, first as organizer of her 
own union and later as President of 
the New York Women’s Tradé Union 
League, has won recdgnition as one 
of the ‘women labor leaders of the 
United States. 

The Secretary-Treasurer is Miss 
Elizabeth Christman of Chicago, a 
glovemaker, who looks after the busi- 
ness affairs of her own union as well 
as those of the league. National ex- 
ecutive board members are Miss 
Mary Dreier of New York;. Miss 
Matilda Lindsay, of the Woman’s 
Union of the United States Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing at 
Washington, who is now assistant 
director of the Summer school for 
Women Workers at Bryn Mawr; Mrs. 
Julia O’Connor Parker of Boston, tele- 
phone operator and President of a 
department in. the . International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers; 
Miss Agnes Nestor of Chicago, a glove 
worker and officer of her interna- 
tional union, ‘and Mrs. Sarah Green 
of Kansas City, a waitress, who is 
President: of the Kansas City Women's 
Trade Union League. 

This coming convention will concern 
itself with all the major, ever present 
‘problems, - It will conduct, however, 
& “One-day Institute’ on Organiza- 
tion” for the purpose of discussing in- 
tensively organization methods, As a 
rule, the league believes, it takes wo- 
men to organize women; and it also 
takes a special approach, a spetial 
technique, worked out to meet the 
psychology and the needs of girls and 
women rather than of men. Organiza- 
tion method is, after all, a great prob- 
lem in psychology ane economics com- 
bined. ‘ 

Home eeiciesied. 
- Turning from the women who, at 
Kansas City, are working at their eco- 
nomic problems from the point of view 
outside their’ homes, we find other 
‘groups of women gathered at Minne- 
apolis facing the other side of the pic- 
ture—women’s economic problems from 


| the point of view of the home itself. 


The American Home Economics Asso- 
ciation includes in its mem 
large proportion of women ( 





for women than for men because s0/ 
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Secretary is Miss Marie Sayles of 
Flint, Mich, 

The Executive Secretary, Miss Alice 
L, -Edwards, was Dean of Home Eco- 
nomics in the Rhode Island College 
before she came to her present work 
for the association. Miss Helen W. 
Atwater, who edits the Journal of 
Home Economics, is a university wo- 
man and the daughter of a scientist 
internationally known for his pioneer 
work in human nutrition. Other lead- 
ers inthe association, in the States 
and nationally, are institution mana- 
gers, workers in the agricultural ex- 
tension Service, home economics, di- 
rectors for business concérns whose 
products are used in the home, not to 
mention women who are applying their 
training in‘homes of their own. 

In short, the home economists are 
to a large extent educators; and the 
home economics movement, in a dif- 
ferent way from the National Wo- 
méh’s Trade Union: League, is a wo- 
men’s educational movement having 
to do with women’s vocations. It has 
had to win its way, win the public ‘to 
acceptance of its ideas. This it has 
been able to do through existing edu- 
cational institutions, fortunately, as 
the. woman’s labor movement has not. 
It has been able to do it to such an’ ex- 
tent. that since the pioneer days of 
the cooking: schools of Juliet Corson: 
and §. Maria:Parioa, in the East, back 
in the "70s, and the establishment of 
domestic science courses in the West- 
ern land-grant: colleges about the same 


‘}tinte, home seohothids has cbhis to be 


taught in even the grammar grades of 
our public schools, in practically all 
the high schools and in most of the 
colleges and universities, 

Not, however, in its original form 





or conception. Home economics to- 
day has graduated out of the first 
stage, where it was to train girls to. 
cook and sew, and out of the later 
stage, where it was “to give to girls 
the vocational training «necessary to 
prepare them for their future life of 
home-making.” The modern concep- 
tion of home economics is that it is 
the synthesis of ali the arts and sci- 
ences that enter into’ the making of 
the. home—a very broad. science in- 
deed, which calls for the highest qual- 
ity of training. 
‘Wide Range of Tibevests.. 


No wonder, then, that’ the home 
economics women are largely a group 
of technicians, and that the discus- 
sions of: their convention at Minneap- 
olis will deal not only with such ex- 
pected subjects as foods and nutrition, 
materials for clothing, the, use of 
electrical equipment in the home, home 
design and home decorating; but also 
use of electrical equipment, but also 
with the psychology of dress, the fam- 
ily’s responsibility for educating the 
children, even with training for par- 
enthood. 

Home economics. today, in fact,. is 
the ‘application of scientific methods 
to that small but cosmic unit of: the 
homie, which, like so many vital 
things in life, has ‘been left till the 
very last. to receive the benefits of 
modern civilization. 

The new spirit i:. abowinkk itself ‘ 
the-recent establishment of a depart- 
ment of euthenics at Vassar College; 
'fp‘the undertaking. by Smith College 
of a study of. the problem of adjust- 
ing for women ‘the. conflicting claims 
of home and family and of a profes- 
sional career (the same old problem 





of the industrial working woman with 


her two jobs—at home and in the fac- 
tory); and finally in a committte of 
the American Home Economics Asso- 
ciation on the economic and social 
problems of the. home. 

An even:more striking extension of 
the home economics field appears in 
the project. of the association, for 
which a grant of $34,000 has recently 
been made by the Laura Spelman 
RockefeHer Memorial. This project is 
for child study.from the viewpoint of 
home economics—i. e., according to 
The Journal of Home Economics,. to 


‘find out how the newer. knowledge of 


chili development can beSt be fitted 
into. the education of future home- 
makers and parents. 

The American Home Economics As- 
sociation states its own purpose thus: 
“To improve the quality of living in 


‘the home, the institutional household 


and the community.” That brings the 
woman wage-earner and the home 
economist very close together. The 
struggle for better hours, better wages 
atid better conditions of work in fac- 
tory, office, store or institution of 
any kind goes on—for what» purpose? 
“To improve the quality of living in 
the home, the institutional household 
and the community.” ‘ 
Both groups, and every other group, 
must work at that big job. It is the. 
material things of life—such as Risure, 
money, ‘houses, food, clothing -and 


‘| schools—that make possible the thhigs’ 


we call home in its high significance. 
The women meéting at Kansas City

announced at the. recent annual 
Rhodes dinner at Oxford a Rhodes 
memorial lectureghip, “designed to 
bring | to Oxford ‘persons of distinc- 
tion from other countries. and .espe- 
cially from the New ‘World, so that 
their special learning or experiences 
may: be made available - the ‘ani 
versity.” 

The new endowment recalis . the 
story of the great ideal f€om which 
the Rhodes scholarships took root. 
Cecil John Rhodés, whdé was described 
shortly before his-death as “no angel, 
but a big, rough-grained, strong- 
headed, great-hearted man,” had long 
toyed with the idea of an Anglo-Saxon 
comity of nations to rule the world. 
He was compared to Agnatius Loyola 
by W..T. Stead, editor of the British 
Review of Reviews, who went down 
on the. Titanic. 

Mr; Stead said: “Loyola. believed 
with intense and passionate, earnest- 
ness in the theory that the Roman 
Church was the divinely appointed 
agency for saving the world * * * It 
is just the same with Mr. Rhodes. He 
is the Loyola of ‘politics: To him ‘the 
extension, of the influence and au- 
thority-of the English-speaking race 
and the maintenance of its unity are 
things which overshadow all other 
objects.” :

Stead, the one living man from 
whom Rhodes drew most of his in- 
spiration, was one of the three-prea- 
ent—the two ofliers being Rhedes and 
his lawyer—when the Rhodes scholar- 
ship idea was committed to writing at 
the Burlington Hotel. in London. That 
hotel might be termed a meeting place 
of the Nineteenth Century empire 
builders. A conversation between 
Rhodes and Stead, illustrative of their 
plans for an Anglo-Saxondom, re- 
cently . been published... yt 

“What:do you. think?” said Stead. 
“Should we not join theAmerican, Re-

pire being reorganized on the basis of 
the American Constitution?” : 
Rhodes is represented as becoming 
very excited: 
“How our ideas grow!” he cried.

Saxon plans. He attempted without 
success the formatjon of the Society 
of the Hlect which was to bind itself 
to work for the British Empire as 
the Jesuits worked for the Roman 
Catholic Church. With this reserva- 
tion, his faith in the Anglo-Saxon race 
was unlimited: ‘‘Our people will never 
adopt the doctrines of Malthus,” he 
once said. “They will go on multiply- 
ing, and probably in two hundred 
years they will: fill the whole world. 
That is what we have to look forward 
to.”’ 
Only Scholarships Remain. 


Of these grandiose. plans only the 
scholarships remain. That: his faith 
primarily concerned the unity of the 
British Empire and the Anglo-Saxon 
supremacy, which he counted as the 
greatest forces uniting to promote uni- 
versal peace and good-will, is shown 
by the first two paragraphs. in that 
part of his will itso rte the scholar- 
ships: 

“I consider that the education of 
young colonists at one of the -univer- 
sities in the United Kingdom is of 
great advantage to ‘them for giving 
breadth to their views, for theit in- 
struction in life and manners, and for 
instilling into. their minds the advan- 
tage to the colonies as well as to the 
United Kingdom of the retention of 
the unity of the: empire. . 

Would Encourage Unity. 

“I also desire to encourage and fos- 
ter an appreciation of the advantages 
which I implicitly believe will result 
from the. union of English-speaking 
people throughout world, and to 
encourage in the students. from. the 
Unitéd States of North America, who 
will benefit from the American schol- 
arships to be established for the rea- 
son above given. at the University of 
Oxford under this, my. will, an attach- 
ment to the country from which they

thies from. the land of their adoption 
or birth.” 

Stead had ‘supported Rhodes in re- 
spect to the Jameson raid with all 
the force of a moral gospeler and—as 
was not curious for a man of so many 
paradoxes—bitterly opposed him over 
the. South African War. Partly. be- 
cause of this and partly because of 
Stead’s spiritualistic leanings Rhodes 
eliminated Stead from his will, At one 
time he had; it ‘was said, intended to 
leave the whole of-his fortune to him 
and Lord Rothschild in trust for the 
Anglo-Saxon ideal. 

It is evident, therefore, although 
Rhodes remained on intimate terms of 
friendship with the editor, that he had 
spiritually parted company with him. 
That is, perhaps, just as well; for,it 
had been pointed out, in the words. of 
Stead’s old fathér, that the idea of an 
Anglo-Saxondom under the Stars and 
Stripes was “encroaching too much on 
the’ province of God Almighty.” 

Rhodes thought that ali other races 
awere far inferior to what is called 
the. Anglo-Saxon; he specified the 
Germans, French and Portuguese as 


mies” in an indignant outburst against 
their civilization or the lack of it. Be. 
fore he ‘died, ‘in 1902, he had revised 
his opinion of the Germans. “I note 
the German Emperor has made in- 
struction in- English compulsory in 


German schools,” he says in. his ‘will.. 


And he goes.on: to provide five Ger- 
man scholarships, After the war, 
however, it. was thought. advisable 
to suspend the Germans from..partic- 
ipation: in the, Rhodes “endowments, 
although it is probable they will now 
soon be reinstated. . ‘

More 
than 50,000,000 francs is the sum 
realized to date from the sale of a 
single collection of postage stamps. 

Philatelists and others in many 
countries are watching with amaze- 
ment thé sale of the Von Ferrary col- 


_| lection in‘Paris...This remarkable ag- | 1 


gregation of inch-high postal engrav~ 
ings. and lithographs was confiscated: 
in the war by the.French Government. 
Single stamps valued at hundreds of 
thousands of francs are still to be sold. 

One stamp recently passed into a 
private philatelist’s hands for a cash 
consideration of 1,075,000 francs, or, 
at the current rate of exchange, about 
$32,500. It was a one-cent stamp of 
British Guiana, issue of 1856, the only 
gne known to be in existence today. 
The buyer was Arthur Hinds, a col- 
lector of Utica, N. Y. ; 


‘Most Famous in the World. 


Unquestionably the Von Ferrary col- 
lection was the most famous and 
romantic in the world. ‘Back of the 
sale lies the strange story of an aged 
recluse whose hobby made him. widely 
known even though he tried through- 
out his life to avoid the limelight. 
Great as was the pride he must 
have felt in the knowledge that his 
collection was incomparable, he died 
without knowing that his plans for its 
disposition would be thwarted through 
the great war and that the treasures 
he had spent a lifetime in gathering 
would .be scattered to the four winds. 
Such, in effect, has been the fate of 
the collection: After Von Ferrary’s 
death, which occurred in Switzerland 
while the world was still ablaze, his 
will was submitted to probate, When 
it was discovered that he had left his 
collection fo .the Postal Museum 
of Berlin, the -French Government 
promptly confiscated the whole accu- 
mulation and ordered it sold. Thus 
far, under the management of M. 
Gilbert, one of the ablest of French 
philatelists, fourteen sales have been 
held. Others will follow until all the 
stamps have been disposed of. 
_A True Cosmopolite. 

Philip la Rénotitre von Ferrary 
was by breeding, birth, connections’ 
anid manner of living a true cosmop- 
olite: His mother was the famous 
Duchesse de Galliera, who once owned 
a. part of the. City of Genoa. His 
father, her «second husband, was an 
Austrian nobleman, Ritter la Rénotiére 
von Ferrary. The son of this inter- 
racial marriage, the famous collector, 
lived nearly all his life in Paris, but 
his sympathies in the great war were 
probably with the Central Empires. 
His was a-fitting background for an 
international stamp’ collector. 

Encouraged by his mother; who ap- 
parently had the true collector’s® in- 
stinct and whose wealth was always 
at his disposal, Von Ferrary gathered 
rare stamps from boyhood onward. 
Accumulations of stamps - important 
enough to be of world-wide note are

work, and this was true of the Von 
ferrary collection. In his early life 
he brought together many important 
collections to weld into the jvaluablé 
mass that the Republic of France is 
now selling. 

Even the Bs tg were “ransacked 
to add value and prestige to the col- 
lection. Sir el per, Governor 
of New South Wales more than half 
@& century ago, was an enthustastic 
collector.

specimens -have brought almost as 
much as was originally paid for the 
entire collection, Von Ferrary had the 
pick of the world's best for nearly 
fifty years... All circumstances con- 
trived to make his collection one of 
the most notable, if not the very 
finest, that the world has known. 

He lived in the famous old castle 
at 57 Rue de Varennes, which his 
mother had willed to the Austrian 
Government to be used as the Aus- 
trian Embassy—in order, as she ex- 
pressed it, that: her son might “‘live 
under the Austrian flag.’’ 


His Learned Assistants. 


In arranging for the care and cata- 
loguing of his stamps, Von Ferrary 
employed expert talent. For secretary 
he first selected the famous old Paris 
dealer, Pierre Mahé, whose knowledge 
of stamps was perhaps second only 
to that of his employer. When 
Pierre Mahé died his place was taken 
by his son, Edward, trained in the 
seme line and quite as capable, In 
charge of the ‘‘entries’’ was Schmidt 
de Wildé, thoroughly versed in ways 
of preserving the paper on which the 
specimens were pasted_or printed. 

On ‘three sides of one of the large 
rooms devoted to stamps were cup- 
boards from floor to ceiling. These 
in turn were filled with nests of 
shelves. The stamps were mounted 
on strips of stout paper about a foot 
in length and five inches wide. They 
were arranged in two rows at the bot- 
tom of each sheet, and at the top 
was written the details of the various 
issues. 


The addition of complete collections 
made by others resulted in many 
fduplications: Von Ferrary liked only 
single specimens in his collection, al- 
though sometimes he would. include 
pairs of famous stamps, such as the 
British Guiana, 1850 2.cent rose. In 
cases where two stamps had not been 
separated, he left them intact. : Such 
@ pair sold recently for $15,000. The 
remains of thé many purchased col- 
lections were termed ‘‘duplicates,’’ 
and these. were kept in bundles, 
labeled with the name of the country 
of their origin and stored on the top 
shelves. 

Among the Sow intimate friends of 
the *famous «collector was Charles J. 
Phillips of London, now a resident of 
New York. He is eager to hold an ex- 
hibition of stamps, both rare com.

Largest Suspension Span in World, Linking 
South Jersey With Philadelphia, Will 
Open to Traffic on Thursday 





E new Philadelphia-Cam- 
den suspension bridge will 
be opened to traffic next 

Thursday, in time for Fourth 
of July motorists. Philadelphia 
will celebrate the event as part 
of the Sesquicentennial festiv- 
ities. To Southern New Jersey 
the bridge means much in the 
way of development. 











REAMS more than a century 
old will be realized ‘when the 
new Camden bridge across the |" 
Delaware River at  Phila- 
delphia,; the longest suspension’ span 
in the world, is thrown open to traffic 
on July 1. Although the construction 
of- a bridge spanning the Delaware 
was broached first in the early days 
of the Republic, it has taken the 150th 
anniversary of the founding of the 
nation to see the completion of the 
structure. Indeed, it was planned at 
first to commemorate the exact anni- 
versary of the nation’s founding by 
opening the bridge on July 4. The 
date was moved forward three days, 
however, in order that holiday motor- 
ists might fully utilize the new span,’ 
The construction of a bridge at 
Philadelphia between Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey was first urged in 
1818. Application for the right to 
construct such a bridge was ‘made to 
the New Jersey Legislature, and later 
to the Pennsylvania Legislature. Both 
bodies refused to sanction the project. 
The proposal called for a bridge part 
way across the river from Camden to 
Windmill (or Smith's) Island, a dis- 
tance of 2,200 feet. The remaining 
distance to the Pennsylvania mainland 
was to be traversed by ferry. The 
project languished. No more definite 
proposals were put forward although 
.the bridge found many advocates who 
urged State authorities on either side 
of the river to act. -The removal of 
Windmill Island in the middle of the 
century, In order to widen Philadel- 
phia harbor, seemed to make the 
bridge impossible of realization be- 
cause of the great width of the river. 


Hopes Were Revived. 


The discovery of the suspension 
principle and its practical application 
in the construction of the Brooklyn 
Bridge revived the hopes and the zeal 
of the Delaware River bridge advo- 
cates. But not until 1914 were actual 
steps taken toward construction. 

New Jersey appointed a commission 
to survey possible sites, the Phila- 
délphia« City Council fell in line'a year 
later, and in 1918 the Pennsylvania 
Legislature appointed a commission 
like that of New Jersey. The creation 
of the Interstate Bridge and Tunnel 
Commission by New Jersey followed. 
In 1919 the two States passed uniform 
legislation and created the Delaware 
River Bridge Joint Commissidn, with 
eight representatives from each State. 

With the engaging in September, 
1920, of Ralph Modjeski, international- 
ly known bridge constructor, as con- 
sulting engineer, the plans for the 
structure began to take definite form. 
In quick succession followed approval 
of the project by Congress and the 
War. Department, the issuance of 
bonds by New Jersey, with the pro- 
‘viso that bridge tolls must pay off 
principle and interest charges, and the 
actual construction, 

Work began on Jan. 6, 1922, on the 
Philadelphia. side, with appropriate 
ceremonies. From that time until the 
completion of the bridge this month, 
’ Modjeski and his associate engineers, 
George 8. Webster and Lawrence A. 
Ball, both well known in the engineer- 
ing field, found no serious obstacle in 
their path save the obstacles manu- 
factured by stubborn legislators. 

The Problem of Tolls. 


' Disagreement between the States 
ever the advisability of charging tolls 
brought work to a standstill, and ‘it 
was feared that the bridge opening 
would be ‘delayed. Whereas New 
Jersey from the first had decreed tolls 
and had issued bonds on that basis, 
Pennsylvania had made no decision on 
the matter. In May, 1925, Pennsyl- 
vania legislators enacted a law for- 

‘ bidding tolls. 

New Jersey authorities refused to 
@ward any more contracts for con- 
struction until tolls should be conceded. 
The dispute was actually before the 
United States Supreme Court when 
Pennsylvania backed down and early 
this year repealed the “no-to 
Haste was then necessary to complete 
the bridge, but it will be opened on 
time. ¢;

In one respect. alone do the Eest 
River bridgés hold their own. ‘The 
height of the Camden bridge above 
the mean high water level is but two 
feet greater than that of Brooklyn 
Bridge, while Williamsburg and the 
later East River bridges have a height 
of 135 feet, equal to that of the new 
span. 

The height of Brooklyn Bridge 
was’ accepted by shipbuilders and 
bridge builders throughout the world 
as the standard height for suspension 
spans. VesSels have been limited to 
@ superstructure enabling them. to 
pass under the East River bridges. 
Any ship able to enter New York Har- 
bor is able to pass under the Camden 
bridge, or atiy other suspension bridge 
in the world where trade is likely to 
call it. 


The Massive Anchorages. 


The anchorages on either side of the 
new Delaware River bridge give it an 
appearance of massiveness far more 
than do its tall towers. Each of the 
great granite blocks to which. the 
steel cables suspending the main span 
are attached covers three-quarters of 
an acre. They rise 175 feet and their 
*“‘toe holds’’ sink into the earth 65 
feet and 105 feet respectively on the 
Philadelphia and the Camden sides. 

The anchorages are not hidden by 
surrounding buildings as in New 
York. Their immense bulks are in 
full view from the river and the 
shores. On the Philadelphia anchor- 
age are carved the seals of the Key- 
stone State and the Quaker City. 
Similarly the seals of the State of 
New Jersey and the City of Camden 
are emblazoned on the Camden 
anchorage. 

The cables weigh approximately a 
ton for every foot of length. They 
can support a load of 60,000 tons 
without injury or overstrain. Engi- 
neers include in this maximum load 
the weight .of the span itself and its 
roadway packed solid with 150 trolley 
cars, 120 high speed electric trains 
and 1,000 automobiles. Of course, at 
no time isthe maximum weight ex- 
pected to be suspended frorn the 
cables. 

The main sp:.n is longer than any 
existing suspension span, but the 
great length of the bridge is due stil) 
more to its approaches, which are 
slightly longer than the three spans 
over the river. From shore to shore 
the distance is 3,534 feet. The Phila- 
delphia approach ‘measures 1,960 feet, 
that on the Camden side 2;710 feet. 
The rest of the 9,600-foot length is 
accounted for by the plazas at each 


end. 


¢ Plazas Planned for Traffic. 


The plazas form a converging point 
for streets which radiate to every 
point of the compass. ‘Traffic experts 
now realize that the maximum utiliza- 
tion of a bridge depends on the 
streets carrying traffic to and from 
the structure. The two cities con- 
nected-by the Camden bridge have ac- 
cepted this principle. 

In order that South Jersey residents 
may obtain full use of the bridge, the 
State Is spending $6,000,000 on. roads 
in that section. Camden has widened 
séveral streets.and has Opened other 
thoroughfares. Philadelphia, how- 
ever, has hung back. The City Coun- 
cil has decided to wait until the struc-

One feature of the Philadelphia plaza 
is worthy of special consideration for 
the foresight involved. Under the city 
block which contains the plaza a 


station has been’-constructed. This 
underground station will be unused 
when the bridge opens. But some day 
the Philadelphia subway, system, for 
which a definite program of expansion 
covering the next decade has been out- 
lined, will connect with the plaza sub- 
way station. ‘The completion of the 
new Pennsylvania Terminal in West 
Philadelphia in 1932 will also offer 
means of utilizing the plaza station, 
for it is expected that the Penn- 
sylvania’s undérground high-speed 
tracks from West- Philadelphia: to 
Broad Street Station will be continued 
to the underground plaza terminal. 


Future Traffic Needs. 


The planning of the traffic lanes in 
the roadway of the Camden bridge 


velopment, The main roadway, fifty- 
seven feet wide, will be used by all 
private vehicles and by transportation 
byses.

On either side of the vehicular road- 
way are two lines of tracks. One will 
carry trolley lines; the other is to be 
utilized by high-speed electric trains 
from Philadelphia direct to.

Both tracks will be idle when the 
bridge opens. Neither the Public Ser- 
vice Corporation of New Jersey nor 
the Philadelphia Rapid Transit sub- 
mitted offers for trolley service. They 
have combined to operate buses. And 
plans for high-speed trains must await 
completion of other. construction by 
the Pennsylvania ‘Railroad, as ex- 
plained above. 

Critics of the Joint Bridge Commis- 
sion have attacked it in strong terms 
for not paving over the trolley tracks 
so that buses might be relegated to a 
side lane and banned altogether from 
the main roadway. The cfitics point 
out that only half the Width of the 
bridge will be in use when the span 
opens, because of the lack of plans for 
trolley and high-speed transit. The 
Bridge Commission, however, has 
turned a deaf ear to all criticism and 
has not budged from its original if- 
tentions. 

Pedestrians are not allowed on the 
main roadway. They will use an ele- 
vated walk constructed over the. in- 
side trolley lane. The danger of ac- 
cidents to those who. walk across the 
bridge is thus minimized. A special 
service for pedestrians is offered by 
elevators in towers , alongside the 


ered to the ground of raised to the 
walk, saving them a five-block walk 
to the plaza entrances. 





The long approaches, which carry 
the bridge more than a mile into the 
heartsyof the two cities, will be a 
source of gratification to motorists and 
pedestrians because of the easy grades, 
The Philadelphia approach has a grade 
of 3.17 per cent, The Gamden ap- 
proach, although it is longer, curves 
slightly to the south in a grade of 3.29 
per cent. The “second-story” foot- 
walk has grades any over 4 per 
cent. 

The Camdenite who vation to work in 
Philadelphia will be rewarded with a 
magnificent panorama of the two cit- 
ies. He will be able to look up and 
déwn the river, whose shores are liried 
with industrial plants and wharves. 
The harbor of Philadelphia, one of the 
busiest in the country, will be’ spread 
before his eyes. To the southwest is 
the skyline of central Philadelphia 
towers. To the east is the busy indus- 
trial town of Camden, surrounded by 
satelite commuters’ towns. 


Huge Traffic Volume. 


- It is estimated that a continuous flow 
of 6,000 automobiles an hour can use 
the bridge without crowding. Yet so 
great is the interstate traffic that it Is 
not expected that the Camden Bridge 
will ease to any great extent-the pres- 
ent traffic congestion at the ferries. 

The Delaware’ River is one of the 
greatest commuter rivers of the coun- 
try. 
son River carries so large an amount 
of commuting traffic. In addition, 
Camden is directly on the route from 
Philadelphia to Atlantic City and other 
South Jersey seashore resorts. ~ 
. Statistics of the New Jersey State 
Highway Commission show that‘ the 
White Horse Pike, stretching across 
South Jersey from Camden. to At- 
lantic City, bears one of the heaviest 
traffic loads in the State. Only the 
seashore road from Elizabeth south to 
Asbury Park has a greater traffic 
volume, 

On Sundays and holidays it is not 
unusual for 35,000 motors to be fer- 
ied across the Delaware River from 
Philadelphia to Camden. Motorists 
have béen known to stand in line at 
the ferry terminals for two hours, 
waiting for a chance to. cross. Thou- 
sands of motorists who now decline to 
motor to the South Jersey shore will, 
when the bridge is completed, spend 
the day in driving to Atlantic |City, 
Wildwood or Cape May and so add to 
the traffic congestion. “

Private automobiles carry in the rush 
hours an average of less than two per- 
sons each, including the driver. ~* 
On. car line or bus streets the pro- 
-portion of passengers per vehicle is 
surprisingly large. It has been found 
that two-thirds of the passengers 
passing up Fifth Avenue at Forty- 
second Street. in the rush hour are 
cartied by buses, while 90 per cent. 
of all the vehicles are taxis or private 
automobiles. On other streets, includ- 
ing those with ley lines, it has been 
found that 75 pér cent. of all the pas- 
sengers are carried by cars and buses, 
which constitute, however, but 15 per 
cent. of the total number of vehicles. 
Fifth Avenue at present has a carry- 
ing capacity nearly five times that of 
Park Avenue, 
"New York's chief north and south 
avenues and streets are badly con- 
gested in the rush hours, for the most 
part with large private cars, taking 
up considerable space and carrying, 
oh an average, one passenger and, 
perhaps, a small dog. The occupants 
of forty such cars could be carried in 
a single bus. It is estimated that if 
15 per cent. of the street space were 
utilized by buses our streets could 
carry 300 p-r cent more than the 
number of people now crowding them 
in the rush hours.

Alsace-Lorraine of America 
will : continue to. darken the 
horizon ~ of peace, unity and 
friendship in the Western. Hemi- 

@phere. « Never have Frenchmen 
“yearned more earnestly to recover 

Alsace and Lorraine from Germany 

than have the Peruvians to«regain 

Taena and Arica from Chile. 

For more than forty years France 
had dreamed of the day when her ter- 
Titorlal boundaries should be as they 
were before 1870. The dream came 

’ true, Alsace-Lorraine regained sym- 
”.bolizes a triumphant France. And so 
it is with the Peruvians, who fer- 
vently wish. to redeem Tacna and 
Arica. 

Every Peruvian child is taught In 
‘pchool that national <honor requires 
, the reincorporation of provinces. 
= Tacna and Arica rep militant 
and persevering nationalism because 
they have only a sentimental value, 
while Alsace and Lorraine havp also 
economic worth. Like France, Pefu 
for over forty years, since 1883, has 
gought by every possible means to re- 
establish her suzerainty., . Nothing 
short \pf the realization of this wish 
will ever satisfy the deepest and most 
acute longings of Peruvian patriots. 

Chile, on the other hand, does not 
want to surrender the sign of her vic- 
tory. ‘To give over Tacna and Arica 
to Peru, excepting as provided for by 
the Treaty of Ancon, is unthinkable 
to every patriotic Chilean; |The Tacna- 
Arica controversy is a question of the 
-heart and not of the mind. ‘Love is 
blind in intérnational affairs, as Tt is 
blind in affairs of the human heart. 
Peruvians and Chileans are blind to 
everything but the fact that Tacna 
and Arica represent their national in- 
tegtity, honor and prestige. 

Peru is striving to regain part of 
her heart, while Chile is seeking to 


keep hers intact. It is this emotional 


element that caused the failure of the 
two countries concernéd-to solve their 
problem and that caused the. recent 
failure of the United States in the -ef- 
fort made to arbitrate the question. 
Grave consequences may follow in the 
wake of this collapse. 


An All-American Problem. 


Tacha-Arica is now an all-American 
problem, whereas before 1922 it was a 
purely South American issue. It 
threatened the peace of Chile, Bolivia, 
Peru, and of: their potential allies. 
Brazil. and Chile have a traditional 
friendship, and both have grievances 
against the Argentine. Argentina has 
long been sympathetic to Peru and 
Bolivia. ‘In 1873 she was on the verge 
of joining the secret alliance of Peru 
and Bolivia.e Now the United States is 
inyolved, and occupies an unenviable 
position. 
_Ever since 1889, when the first 
Pan-American Congress was ‘held, the 
United States has sought to develop 
Pan-American solidarity: One of the 
agencies she created was the Pan 

. American Union in Washington. Its 
purpose is to ‘‘deyelop commerce, 
friendly intercourse, good understand- 
ing and the preservation of peace 
among its neighbors.” This Pan- 
American movement has its greatest 
apostle in the United States. It was 
partly begun to do away’ with the 
“latest and active animosity of Latin- 
American nations ‘toward the United 
States. 

The strongest cultyal’ ahd commer- 
cial ties drew Latin _America to 
Europe arid the United States wished 
to replace Europe. Latin -.merica 
could not be won so easily. Not even 
the World War producéd, the results 
desired by Pan- -Americanists. Our war 
with Mexico; our interference in 
Central Amerjta and: in the Carib- 
bean; the Spanish-American War, 
and our relations with Porto Rico and 
Cuba; the taking of the Panama 
Canal—all mean one thing to the av- 
erage Latin American. And that is 
that “America for Americans’ means 
“America for the United States.” 

The, Latin Americans actually sée 
her pushing her influence further and 
further south. -The ‘Yankee peril’ 
and the’“colossus of the north” are 
common phrases on the lips of most 
Latin Americans. Chile, in particular, 
has had a strong anti-United States 
complex ever since the Baltimore in- 
cident in 1891, when the State De- 
partment sent some harsh notes to the 
Chilean Foreign Office regarding a 
brawl of American sailors,.in which 
one or two were shot. by. Chileans. 
Now, when the United Sfates*had a 
real opportunity to show its value as 
® friend and as a leader on the Amer- 
fcan Continents, her. efforts failed 
dismally.

This, with addition&, 
has heen echoed wide and far by Latins 
American statesmen, publicists and 
journalists, who also ask questions 
such as these: ‘Why were military 
men sent to solve a problem where 
knowledge of ‘history, international 
law and diplomacy were required? 
Why. did not thé arbitrator give heed 
to accusations made before the award 
was~ announced, which were. later 
confirmed by the head of + 
Plebiscitary Commission? ‘ 

Latin Americans compare our diplo- 
matic and commercial representatives 
with those of European nations, and 
seem to agree that we do not send 


[them our best as do the Europeans. 


That is the feeling in regard to the 
Plebiscite Commission; a feeling voiced 
by Peruvians, Chileans and others, 


Relatives Are Worse. “ 


Latin Americans, moreover, are 
already asking: “Why should we seek 
the intervention of the United States 
in, purely. American affairs, if. shg. is 
unable to bring about solutions? We 
may as well go to Europe, where we 
are known, understood and liked for 
our culture as .well as for our com- 
merce and raw products.” 


Others, ‘who do not favor a rap- 
prochement with Europe, speak of the 
new doctrine, “Latin America for 
Latin. Americans”; and this ideal 
already- has many apologists. 

Brazil's withdrawal from the League 
andeArgentina’s re-entrance will make 
matters interesting if the Tacna-Arica 
problem is referred to that body. The 
League, may, however, refuse to take 
up the dispute, on the ground that it 
is a’‘purely American question. In that 
event the dispute must. drag on to 
another crisis. 


One may well ask why Chile and 
Peru have not been able to settle 
their dispute and why the United 
United tes failed. The following 
reasons explain many of the failures 
in previous attempts; Inabilit} to de- 
cide. on the interpretation of the 
phraseology of the Treaty of Ancon; 
inability to agree on the manner of a 
plebiscite; ‘changes in governments 
and policies; accusations by Peru that 
Chile -had conselously Chileanized the 
provinces, making.a fair plebiscite im- 
possible; accusations by. Chile of bad 
faith on Peru's part, and vice-versa: 
Peru’s claim that the treaty was\no

Peru resembles Bolivia in composi- 
tion, though there thé percentage of 
Spaniards is greater. Both Peru and 
Bolivia have. great mineral deposits, 
and ‘from coloniz! days these have 
produced ‘wealth, luxury, laziness and 
corrupt Governments. Until 1883 Bo- 
livia lay between Chile and Peru. Up 
until 1842 the relations wéfée. relatively 
peaceful. In that-year, however, @ 
Chilean expedition discovéred guand, 
an excellent: fertilizer, in the Desert of 
Atacama, “There then ehsued a long 
struggle between Chile and Bolivia to 
decide the ownership of this region. 

In 1866 a ‘modus! viyendi. was ar- 
rived. at..« The guano and- nitrates 
(discovered later) could be and were 
exploited by Chilean cdncessidbnairées 
under very favorable conditions. \ Be 
livia and Chile established a kind of 
condominium “over a section of this 
disputed “area.

Causes of Irritation.

| : : Finance Control by. League of Nations Ends—While Some 
Critics Find Fault With the Results, General 
Improvement Is Seen 





E League of Nations gave 
Dr. Zimmermana, former 
Burggmaster of Ratter- 
dam, three years to put Austria 
on the road to economic recovery 
and Jeremiah Smith Jr. of Bos- 
ton had two years to do the same 
thing for Hungary. The diffi- 
culties under which they labored 
and the ends they achieved are 
Soa with in this article.

HEN the League of Nations 
financial control terminates 
in Austria and Hungary on 
the last day of this month, 
@n experiment unprecedented in the 
“history of European nations will come 
to a successful close. An international 
body has never before undertaken the 
_ task of saying two countries—both 
torn by economic convulsions and on 
the ‘yerge of complete financial col- 
lapse—by taking over the financial 
Management of the bankrupt States 
and providing the necessary means 
for the rearrangement of their shat- 
tered finances. 

Now, after years of uphill struz- 
gle, the work of consolidation is com- 
piete in both countries. The League's 
administration expires in Austria and 
in Hungary this week, and the High 
‘ Commissioners who, with dictatorial 
/ powers, conducted, the work of recon- 
struction will let their convalescent 
patients leave the hospital, ° 


Their Tasks Finished. 

Dr. Alfred Zimmermann, ~ former 
Burgomaster of Rotterdam and for the 
last three years Austria’s financial dic- 
tator, has already left Vienna, and 
Jeremiah Smith of Boston, the League 
of Nations High Commissioner for 
Hungary, is preparing to return to 
America immediately after the formal 
release bf the League’s financial con- 
trol. Their work is done, and the 
balance sheet of their administration 
may ‘be drawn by. scrutinizing the 
much-debated question: Isthe League 
of Nations experiment a genuine suc- 
cess, as the High Commissioners as- 
éert, or is it only a veiled failure; as 
some of the industrial and. commer- 
cial leaders of the affected countries 
maintain? 

While the ultimate aim of the work 
of reconstruction. was the same fn 
both countries, the conditions under 
which the League’s administration hbe- 
gan and the methods used by Dn 


Zimmermann in ‘Austria and by: Mr. 
Smith in Hungary differed, radically. 
s Austria was an industrial State, de- 
‘pendent. on her large import of agri- 
cultural products, for which she. had 
to pay out of the revenue of her in- 
dustrial export. Her highly developed 
system of industrial production faced 
a terrific crisis after the war. The 
former “resources of. raw materials 
were cut. off; yet indnstrial produc- 
tion could not be reduced from “6ne 
day to anothér without at the same 
time ¢xposing the army of industrial 
workers to starvation. 


¢The young Austrian Republic intro- 
‘duced, .after the revolution; a semi- 
socialistic form of government and 
was burdened with the obligation of 
paying vast sums to the ever-inereas- 
ing :ranks of the unemployed, The 
Ixague représentative’s. demand tor 
economy was. met with constant pro- 
tests raised by industrialists who saw 
in heavy taxes-a grave danger threat- 
ening production, and, by the Govern- 
ment, which stuck ‘to its socialistic 
program and wished to invest colossal 


welfare. © 

Dr. Zimmermann’s three-year régime 
in, Austria was an uninterrupted se- 
ries of frictions between the League's 
representative ‘and the Austrian Gov- 
ernment. The Austriafis resented his 
rather brisk .way of dealing with the 
Government; they denounced © Dr. 
Zimmermann for living luxuriously in 
Vienna at the expense of the pov- 
erty-stricken land,» while of the pop- 
ulace: he demanded the utmost econ- 
omy. - . 

Problems in Hungary. 


The problems Jeremiah Smith had to 
solve in Hungary were of a different 
nature, though not less difficult. 
Hungary, mainly agricultural, was able 
to support herself, and, although her 
industries suffered heavily through 
the Joss of two-thirds of the country’s 
former territory, a temporary feduc- 
tion of industrial production did not 
result in a periloussshock. The great- 
est obstacle on the road of reconstruc- 
tion’ consisted in the Government’s) 
reluctance to reduce its staff of offi- 
clals and-to adopt a less costly and 
more efficient; system of administra- 
tion. 

From the former Hungarian terri- 
tories a large army of Magyar officials 
poured back to Budapest, demanding 
that ‘the State take care of them. 
Economy in administration was equiv-

The Goals Achieved. 


In spite of.the difficulties that con- 
fronted thenr, both representatives of 
the League of Nations achieved in a 
comparatiyely short time the goal set 
before them. From the report sub- 
mitted by Dr. Zimmermann to the 
League’s Financial Committee it ap- 
pears that after three years-of hard 
work heyhas succeeded in balancing 
the budget of the Austrian Republic. 
The currency. Has been stabilized on 
t gold’ basis. He has even managed to 
save a considerable‘part of the $126,- 
900,000 loan granted to Austria for 
reconstruction purposes. 


Mr, Smith’s. report covering the 
situation in Hungary is still. more

The number of 
unemployed has increased constantly, 
and while this number did not exceed 
50,000 in 1922, it nears the formi- 
dable figure of 3,000,000 this ‘year. 


- Trade Balance Improved. 


Though it is true that savings de- 
posits have trebled in ‘three years, 
this is chiefly» due to tae falling of 
stock prices_and to.the fact that the 
currency has become stabilized. The 
trade balance has improved, but there 
was still an adverse balance of $375,- 
000,000 at the end of the last year. 


Dr, Zimmermann preached economy; 


-yet statistics show the-surprising fact 
that the-number of Government em-. 


ployes is 160 per cent. larger now 
than. it- was before the ‘TLeague’s 
financial control began. It is also true 
that much money has ‘been spent on 
non-productive investments’ and that 
the’ electrification of the Austrian rail- 
ways is more a failure than a success. 
The population bears a heavier burden 
of taxes than before the warydespite 
the fact that its. income pas sunk to 
u miuch lower level. 

Business is dull and labors under 
the handicap of the turnover tax. 
Banks are doing a less profitable busi-

- Those business men in Austria who 
are suffering under the. changed con- 
ditions and are inclined to make the 
League’s “Sanierungsaktion” respon- 
sible for the general depression forget, 
however, that tle source of their 
troubles may be found’ in the general 
conditions prevailing throughout Eu- 
rope.

ous features of this success. tistics 
show that the standard of living of the 
working classes is much higher than 
it was a few years ago. Statistics re- 
garding public health also show an 
amazing improvement. 


Farmers’ Situation Better. 

The farmers’ situation has_ visibly 
improved, and even the middle class is. 
better off than-it was. before the ‘in-

. -. A Grave Operation. 
Hungary is far from having reached 
tre end of her troubles. She is suffer- 
ing from economic depression, due 
partly to the uncertain political ‘sit- 
uation in Certral Europe. It is still 
very difficult to convince Ler that she 
no longer .a part of a great power 
and cannot support an immense army 
of Government workers. She cannot! 
forget her pre-war wealth, and, in- 
stead of realizing that she must by 
hard“ work and privation. build up 
wealth anew; is prone to hold the 
League administration responsible for 
present hardship. if 
The J.eague’s experiment in these 
two countries may be likened to a 
grave operation that could not be per- 
formed without loss of bload. How- 
ever successful the operation, the pa- 
tients are in a state of convalescence 
and -must refrain from excesses of 
every kind if they. want to regain com- 
plete health.

The enemy in con- 
siderable numbers was already. within 
the. fortifications, the machine guns 
would not, work, and the grenades 
were exhausted. ’ 

Died With His Met. 


‘Deciding that his. post was lost, 
and not‘‘counting upon any human 
aid, Lapeyre prepared to destroy the 
blockhouse, and‘ bury in its ruins him- 
self and the garrison as soon a8 the 
enemy had penetrated to the interior.

This might result. in. a surprising 
amount * of: money oo into the 
Treasury. 

The President, in his gddeein to the 
‘eleventh regular meeting of the Bus- 
iness Organization of the Government, 
which. was ‘held last ,Monday’ night, 
Warned that-there would probably: be 
Mo further reduction of taxes. It is 
undoubtedly trne that this warning 
‘was a mere precaution, Whether 
there will be reductions or not depends 
or how liberally the money continues 
to come in. -The feeling in Washing- 
ton is that the surpluses ‘will continue 
to augment themselves. . If so the next 
Congress will have a chance to pro- 
vide for further reductions. In the’ 
intérim the extra money will be ap- 
plied by Secretary Mellon to the re- 
duction ‘of the public debt. The pub- 
lic ‘might not deliberately tax itself 
that the debt might be whittled down 
faster, but if the money comes in -of 
itself it will be applied to that end, and 
the public will bénefit. 


Feeling the Pulse of Business. 


This, of course, is dependent on the 
continuance of prosperity in the 
United States. Over in the, Depart- 
ment of Commerce the pulse of pros- 
perity is caréfully felt, That Depart-. 
ment studies prosperity by tht statis- 
tical method. It collects figures on 
the production of basic miaterials that 
indicate industrial activity. It draws 
charts showing deposits in banks, the 
movement of freight, the percentage 
of ‘unemployment. 

An examination of these charts or 
graphs a few days ago showed some 
bearish facts. ‘Wholesale prices, for 
example, were down: Goods at whole- 
gale were selling for less money. 
Money, also, was plentiful and cheap. 
Stocks in Wall Street had slumped. 
Steel orders were not what they ought 
to be. 

Retail prices; on ‘the contrary, had 
not lessened. The bulk of retail sales 
was on the increase, Oddly, the bulk 
of Sales. by mail order ‘houses, chiefly 
to the farming population were on the 
increase. It looked as if farmers were 
not as hard up as some of them would 
have us think. Factory production 
Was dabove the average and was 
steady. More than the usual amount 


of freight was, being. moved. There _ 


was almost no yhemployment. There 
failures. The auto- 
mobile business, a barometer, of pros- 
tiles were-nét’all they should be but 
their condition was not critical.

The Government’s: Task. 


The task of the Government is to 
maintain ameven keel4n this time of 
great prosperity. It would not be il- 
logical that a* Government, enjoying 
such prosperity, should give indica- 
tions of profligacy, that it ‘should 
flaunt its wealth, that it should spend 
lavishly. ¢ 

It seems as if the. Budget Bureau, 
which authorizes expenditures and sur- 
veys all Government activities, ‘was 
set up in 1921 providentially at the 
moment of great need. Before that 
time departments Were, required, to 
submit their own estimates to the 
Treasury Department where they were 
merely compiled and sent to Congress. 
No examination of their merits was 
made. Committees of Congress did 
the best they could under the circum- 
stances and appropriated according 
to their lights. 

The Budget Bureau was a part of 
no department. It functioned directly 
under the President. It had a trained 
Personnel whose business it was to 
weigh the requests of any department, 
to determine whether they were rea- 
sonable and necessary, and to pass its 
findings on to Congress. 

The Budget Bureau was thrust into 
@ vastly expanded government. ma- 
-chine. All agencies of Government 
had grown inordinately large during 
the war. There was hardly.an agency. 
of Government which had not found 
a way to participate in the great con- 
flict. That participation mednt added 
personnel and when personnel is once 
built up, in Government: it is difficult 
to whittle it down again. Keeping 
jobs in Government service is not 
barred ‘by laws of economy as in pri- 
vate industry. The staff must not be 
kept at a minimum to insure profits. 
People are rarely discharged from 
Government service. Each bureau 
chief and division chief instinctively 
hol@s on to, his staff, for the:impor- 


size of his staff. EXven his salary may |}

How the Bareau Works. 


With these conditions in the Gov- 
ernment there was great need of the 
Budget Bureau.

An official was charged with the pur- 
chase of certain lands for governmen- 
tal purposes.

We sus- 
pected the soundness of his: estimates 
and put another official in charge of 
the purchases. © That official bought 
as good land for $100,000.” 
* The .greatest accomplishments in 
this task of cutting down the size 
of Government departments were in 
the War and Navy Departments. 
Their staffs were expanded more than 
any others. There were in the Gov- 
ernment service at the end of the war 
650,000 people, all under civil ser- 
vice. Today there are on the Gov- 
ernment payroll something léss than 
250,000, exclusive of. those ‘in the 
Post ‘Office Department. The reduc- 
tion has been about 400,000. The an- 
nual. payroll saying has been more 
than $700,000. There are 16,000 
fewer people on the payroll at pres- 
ent than wheh President Coolidge 
took office. A part of the program 
for-the coming year is a reduction of 
per cent. in personnel in each 
and every department. ‘Nobody’ will 
be discharged, but places that become 
Yacant, to the extent of 2 per cent. 
of the staff-will not be filled. This 
policy of the Government of not dis- 
charging satisfactory employes but 
using them as replacements when 
their jobs play out runs generally 
through the service.

Last December again the President 
recommended a réduction of the in- 
come tax rate of something around 25 
per cent:.

Nobody can tell what the end will be. 

The President says now that no re- 
ductions should be expected next 
year. .His experts figure that the 
present law should next year produce 
a surplus of some $185,000,000, which 
is a small one for a busigess of three 
and a half billions. Yet. so erratically 
have tax reduction laws worked in the 
past that ‘no one can safely surmise 
what the results will. be. 


Tax Reduction Grows. 


The erratic eourse of tax reduction 
4s, of course, gratjfying to_the Ad- 
ministration and, of course, gratifying 
to the public.. ‘The Government is 
emerging much more rapidly from 
under the war debt than it expected. 
If the present rate is maintained the 
war debt will have been paid in twenty 
years or so. When that is accom- 
plished Government expenditures in 
the matter of interest alone will have 
been cut some $800,000,000 a year 
below what they are at present. 

But one element in the tax situation 
seems to weigh upon the mind of the 
Presideat. It is the fact that the econ- 
omy thus demonstrated by the Federal 
Government is not followed by such 
local government agencies as counties 
and municipalities. Where the Gov- 
ernment has reduced its expenditures 
year by year those of the local agen- 
cies have steadily increased.

Route 


Lindl Through Some of the Most De- 


lightful Spots in New Englarid and 
May Be Extended to Montreal 


NE of the increasingly popular 
vacation and touring localities 
for motorists in the metropoli- 
tan area is the Green Mountair 

region between Newport, N. H., in the 
far northeastern part of the State, and 
Sherbrooke, in Canada, from which a 
good road leads westward to Montreal. 

Summer tourists in the picturesque 
“yegions of Vermont need not go into 
Canada, but a run‘into the lower sec- 
fion of Quebec Province will . offer 
many interesting ‘attractions. 

The first section of such a trip, as 
outlined by the Bureau of Tours of 
the Automobile Club of America, pro- 
ceeds along the shore of Long Island 
Sond to Bridgeport. At Stratford, 
five miles beyond Bridgeport on the 
Post Road, the route leaves the coast 
and: swings north along the Housa- 
tonic Valley to Shelton, crossing the 
river to Derby, and then following the 
Naugatuck Valley to Waterbury. 


From ‘Waterbury the route runs 
morth through a wide expanse of 
charming Connecticut farmland and 
@cross the Massachusetts line to 
Northampton, an elm-shaded city, fa- 
mous for its educational institutions. 

Two more villages of charm ,and in- 
terest, South Deerfield and Deerfield, 
are passed on the way to Greenfield, 
where the beautiful Connecticut Val- 

" Jey is left for a while as the route runs 
to Bernardston on the Fall River. 
Continuing north, one passes through 
Northfield, the birthplace of Dwight 
L. Moody, and then, two miles beyond, 
the New Hampshire line is crossed, 
and the route follows the Connecticut 
Valley through Hinsdale, Crossing the 
river into Vermont, eight miles further 
on to Brattleboro. 

As the road proceeds girough ‘he 
rich meadows of the Connecticut Val- 
ley, several villages of historic and 
scenic interest are passed. Putney, 
settled in 1764, is followed by West- 
minster, where, in 1777, Vermont de- 
elared its independence. 


At Westminster one can cross the 
river into New Hampshire. - Just north 
of Walpole, on the Vermont side: of 
the river, is Bellows Falls, with Mount 
Kilburn opposite in New Hampshire. 
Here the river is crossed and the road 
runs north in New Hampshire through 
Charlestown to Claremont, where a 
right turn leads across Sullivan 
County to Newport Village to Suna- 
pee. 

From Claremont the route runs to 
Woodstock, and beyond is Montpelier, 
the road then going westward to Bur- 
lington and then northeast through 





Orleans County to Newport on the 
shore of Lake Memphremagog, a favo- 


‘rite resort, from which one can motor 


into Canada. ., 

On this route, via Derby to Sher- 
brooke, a delightful region is visited, 
rich in rural charm and fishing pos- 
sibilities. From Sherbrooke the trip 
can be extended westward to Montreal, 
and then the homeward: journey’ by 
way of St. Johns and St. Albans to 
Burlington, the chief city in Vermont. 


Further south is Brandon, a fine 
old New England town. The route 
traverses territory reminiscent of 
early pioneer and Revolutionary days. 
Many of the towns and smaller vil- 
lages are typical of the best of rural 
New England, while the wooded views 
of Addison County’s hills and valleys 
include the Green Mountains to the 
east and the Adirondacks far to the 
west. 


Rutland, sixty-eight miles from Bur- 
lington, nestles beneath the towering 
uplands of Picd and Killington Moun- 
tains, and is the centre of the greatest 
marble industry in the world. Thirty 
miles south, along the course of the 
Olter Creek Valley, lies Manchester. 
Mount Equinox, nearly 4,000 feet 
high, rises just west of the village. 

Continuing south, the foute leads 
through Bennington, of Revolutionary 
fame, twenty-five miles south of Man- 
chester. 
road passes through Williamstown and 
North Adams, continuing through 
Cheshire, Pittsfield, Lenox, Stock- 
bridge, Great Barrington, -Amenia, 
Pawling, Carmel and Yonkers to New 
York. 





SAFETY SIGNS FOR 
NIGHT MOTOR DRIVING 


N their campaign toward the goal 

of maximum highway safety effi- 

ciency, the Massachusetts road of- 
ficials have worked out a complete 
system of night signs which will be 
equally serviceable by day. 


For the signs the national code will 
be followed, the colors and shapes con- 
forming to those adopted by the Na- 
tional Conference of Highway Com- 
missioners held last Summer in Wash- 
ington. Black and white will be 
merely for distance and direction signs, | 
yellow.and black for caution, and red, 
employed very sparingly, for abso- 
lute danger. 

Most of the night signs will be of 
the cautionary type and will be yel- 
low. They will also be largely. of the 
diampnd shape, also indicating the 
need of caution, though the octagonal

every condition’on the Massachusetts 
highways before selecting the proper 
sign for use. Red will be employed 
only where the ‘peril is so great that 
the vehicle should be stopped, It is 
the purpose to impress upon motorists 
that red, is not a cautionary signal but 
a sign of positive danger. 

Yellow will convey the message of 
caution and the signing system that 
has been worked out will indicate five 
degrees.of danger. 

The plain yellow and black painted 
sign by the side of the road without 
reflection will indicate spots where 
caution is advised, but where the men- 
ace is not serious. . 

The yellow glimmer and the yellow 
glare will point out more serious con- 
ditions than the painted signs. In 
some instances it.may be advisable to 
use red in the glare signal, such as at 
a dead-end street or road. —° 

The reflection warning signs will be 
numerous: and will indicate two de- 
grees of danger. A marker has been 
designed with sections of glass in- 
serted, which will give off a yel- 
low glimmer when the head lamps 
play upon it. This will tell the driver 
that there is a road condition ahead 
which necessitates having his car well 
within control. Another type will have 
a reflecting device that will give off 
a sustained yellow glare, which will 
mean that extra care in proceeding 
is necessary. 

For very bad places along the road, 
guch as sharp corners, underpasses, 
grade crossings and the like, the 
self-illuminated sign has been adopted, 
and this will be of two types, for 
varying degrees of danger. Both 
these will convey an imperative warn- 
ing of danger. 





EMERGENCY SERVICE 
FOR STATE AUTOISTS 


RESIDENT H. A. Meldrum of 
the New York State Automobile 
Association announced that vig- 

orous steps are being taken by the 
headquarters office at Albany to in- 
stitute a State-wide emergency | yoad 
service this season. 

Under the plah; members of clubs 
having difficulty on the road are per- 
mitted to call a nearby official club 
garage for assistance. Roadside re- 
pairs are made where the difficulty is 
of a minor nature or, if that is not 
possible, the car is towed to the offi- 
cial garage. 

Some clubs give the service free to 
their members, while others make a 
nominal charge. In all cases the ser- 
vice is standardiz by the State as- 
sociation so that members are pro- 
tected against exorbitant charges. 

Not only will this service be avail- 
able to members of clubs in the State 
affiliated with the New York State 
Automobile Association, but such 
members will also be protected by the 
same service given by nearly 1,000 
American Automobile Association 
Clubs in the United States.

' 374 Persons by Reckless. Driving-—Educa- | Bs: 
|. tional. Theory Questioned 


NEW ‘monument: ‘has recently 
been erected on Broadway, 
dedicated to the memory of 
those who have been killed this 

year in New.-York City by. reckless 
driving motorists, The monument 
stands in the narrow park strip in the 
centre of Broadway facing Sixty- 


fourth Street, and it records the fact 


that 374 persons have met their death 
by reckless drivers. It is similar in 
Size to the monument erected some 
time ago at Broadway and Seventy- 
second Street. The number on ‘it a 
month ago. was 256: It is now 374. 

This appalling number of fatalities 
calls sharp attention to the difficulties 
of coping with the motor safety 
problem.' Commissioner Robbins E. 
Stoeckel of Connecticut, in discussing 
the situation in his State, said that 
there were many ‘evidences of an 
aroused public opinion demanding 
more drastic action by the courts in 
cases of carelessness or inattention 
by motorists. 


Penalties today are meted: out with 


more severity than in the past, and 
every month in this State witnesses 
the revocation and suspension of 300 
or more’ licenses for various infrac- 
tions of the. Motor Vehicle law. Yet 


this deterrent upon the liberty of a- 


person to operate a motor car seems 
to be practically unheeded by the 
great motor public, as the number of 
license withdrawals shows no decline. 

Commissioner E. Austin Baughman 
of Maryland recently told the motor- 
ists of his State that the educational 
theory of. regtilation is being ~~ 
questioned. 

“The present idea of RF ue! 
regulation,” he stated, “notwithstand- 
ing the opinion of many laymen ‘to 
the contrary, is based largely upon 
dependence upon a right mental atti- 
tude of the drivers.” 

In five and a half months of the 
present year 102 persons were killed 
in motor accidents in Maryland, 
which was one more than the number 
of motor.fatalities in nine and a half 
months last year, The vast majority 
of these, the Commissioner added, was 
due to absence of the right eee 
attitude, 

“Shall we keep on,” he aeek, “ex. 
horting and begging for personal-atti- 
tude improvement in’ the use of auto- 
mobiles until the Legislature of 1927 
convenes, in the hope that by that 
time betterment of conditions will be 
so marked that further drastic enact- 
ments will be uncalled for? 

“Or shall we try to get improve- 





through absolutely drastic represave. 
application of the present statutes, 
force motor vehicle operators who are 


the highways by suspending or revok- 
ing their licenses?” 

These .are questions which have 
been suggesting themselves more 
forcibly to scores of motor. officials 
and those who are working to find 
ways for greater street and Righrny 
safety. 

Commissioner Stoeckel seems in- 
clined té believe that, in the jong run, 
the motorist cannot be sufficiently. de- 
pended upon, and he predicts: more.

future,

The radio impresarios have found 
that the best of speakers, with most 
interesting topics, do well to hold the 
interest of an audience for fifteen min- 
utes.

where restlessness easily holds sway. 
But the commencement speakers have 
advantages in their favor; it would be 
impolite to walk out, and the most’ 
important part of the program, the 
presentation of the diplomas, generally 
follows the advice to youth. On the 
contrary, just a slight turn of a dial 
and the radio auditor can “walk out,”’ 
without being impolite. 

“Radio is*popularizing short talks and 
Vice Président Charles G. Dawas says 
that radio hag sounded the death knell 
of the demonstrative orator. ,It may 
be within a few years that radio will 
teach the commencement orator to be 
brief and to the point, making his ad- 
dress take less time on the program 
than the main act—the presentation of 
the diplomas.

Denmark is limited, due to the 

narrow wave band which they 
cover, according to a report to the De- 
partment of Commerce-from the office 
of the Commercial Attaché at Copen- 
hagen. There is, however, a good 
market for American parts such as 
transformers, condensers, rheostats, 
potentiometers; &c. 

At the present time there is only one 
broadcasting station in Copenhagen, 
the Kjobenhawns Radiofonistation, 
working on a ‘wave length of 3848 
meters. There is also a station in 


810 meters and a station in Hijerripg, 
working dn @ wave length of 1,250 me- 
ters. In addition, there isa station at 
Soro on a wave length of 1,150 meters. 
This last-mentioned station, which 
takes the place of the Ryvank station, 
recently discontinued, also works on 
a@ wave length of 2,400 meters for the 
broadcasting of weather reports and 
news items. 

For broadcasting during the evening 
it is customary to link the Copenhagen, 
Soro, Odense and Herring stations to- 
gether by means of land Ines, thus

Spectacular Orators Vanishing. 
“A brilliant writer pointed out,’’ 
said Mr. Dawes, ‘‘the difference in the 
attitude of the crowds in Madison 
| Square Garden at the last Democratic 
Convention as they listened to the 
orator within their sight and hearing, 
and the attitude of the crowd, fully as 
jarge, gatheredin Madison Square 
outside the building listening ‘to the 
same address through the loud-speak- 
ers of the radio, When the crowd in- 
side would be aroused at times to a 
frenzy of applause and excitement, the 
silent crowd outside madd no. outcry 
and indulged in no applause. : : 
“The audience inside listened as a 
crowd with aroused emotions but 
dulled intellects.. The audience outside 
listened: with unarouseé emotions as 
thinking individuals. In: other words, 
the radio, which gives the speaker his 
largest hearing,. has destroyed his 
power to arouse the. emgtion of his 
audiénce except through an appeal to 
their reason. Instead of teaching the 
mind through the emotions he must, 
when speaking over the radio, react 
the emotions through the mind, if he 
is to reach them at all.’ 

Must Abandon Emotion. é 

“This all means that the orator of 
the future to hold and impress his 
audience must largely abandon appeal 
to emotion and confine. himself to: rea- 
son forcefully expressed and logically \ 
arranged. It means inevitably that the 
oratory of the future is to be the ora- 
tory of condénsed reason, .as dis®in- 
guished from demagoguery with its 
appeals to préjudice and #motion."’

'N times. past the bell-ringer in 
‘England was invariably known. as 
a‘ ‘‘youth.” We find the ‘Ancient 
Bociety of College Youths” -was_formed 
in London in 1637 for purposeswt bell- 
ringing, with Oxford, Cambridge and 
many other localities establishing 
their. own guilds. John Bunyan was 
- once a bell-ringer at Elstow and Lord 
Mayor Slingsby Bethell’ of London 
knew what it was to be @ *‘youth.”” 
But lately women. have come to the 
front in England as *youths.”” Re- 
¢ently it was announced that’ ten 
young women of the Ladies’ Guild. of 
Change’ Ringers would ring a peal of | 
* 5,148 strikes in the old ‘church of St.

Hitherto 5,040 
changes had stood as the record of 
English , women bell- ringers. Nearly 
all of. thém are business girls who 
have become interested in ‘the: lore 
of campanology, or bell- ringing.

often spread terror w their sound. It 
is.on record that they were the means 
of saving the City of Sens when King 
Clothair of France was besieging its 
walls: The doughty Bishop. of Orleans 
ordered the bells of St: St@phen’s to 
clang’ their loudest, with the result 
that King Clothair’s troops became so 
frightened by: the din that the siege 
was raised. 

‘The use.of bells by the military goes 
back to an extremely ancient day. 
According to Euripides, Greek soldiers 
were accustomed to fasten tiny bells 
in the hollows of their. shields when 
they were on a night watch. As the 
Captain. approached, ,.making his 
rounds, the sentry would shake his 
shield until the bell tinkjed, thus show- 
ing that he was awake and on duty. 

Bells Turned to Guns. 

Many historic bells have been the‘ 
victims of war. Their metal has gone; 
rinto the manufacture of cannon and 
shot. It was a favorite trick of in- 
vaders to remove the bells from the 
towers ‘of captured ‘towns and, 
promptly melt them down. _ Roland, 
the huge alarm bell of thé City of 
Ghent, played an important réle in 
‘all the battle ‘history of Flanders until 
Charles V captured ‘it and had it de- 
stroyed. Again and again its rever- 
berating voice had called upon. the 
burghers to arm for the defense of 
their town. ““I am Roldnd,’’ ran the 
inscription carved upon it. ‘*When I 
toll it is fire; when I thunder it is 
victory.’’ : 
“Cromwell took the bells of many 
towns and converted them into. artil- 
lery. .Henry V took a bell from Ca- 
lais to humble its citizenry, the re- 
moval of bells from their towns being 
regarded as a degradation. ‘When the 
British were close to Philadelphia 
after the Battle of Germantoyn our 
own Liberty Bell was hastily swung 
down and carried off by. patriots in 
the dead of night lest it should be 


a tale im one Irish village that the 
local bell would capture thieves and 
other offenders: ‘Ofie by one the vil- 
j lagers. were brought before it when a 
depredation had been committed. One 
by one they. laid their hands on the 
bell and proclaimed their innocence. 
The instant the real culprit put his 
hand on the bell it beggn to murmur. 
-Paeans and Alarums, 

The bells-for churches were’ invari- 
ably blessed and baptized before being 
swung into place. In an English vil- 
lage a unique ceremony took place 
many years ago, The bell was filled 
with. beer, which was ladieds out. to 
the thirsty ‘workmen and ‘the populace.

‘ A DEATH TRAP FOR ANIMALS 





BOUT seven miles out of Los 
Angeles lies the old Rancho La 
Brea, or “Ranch of Pitch.” Sur- 

rounding it are the oil fields of the 

foothills, which are still being worked, 
though most of the oil has been re- 
moved, Several creaky pumps, termed. 

“Old Faithfuls,” operate . day « and 

night. Wilshire Boulevard, the “Fifth 

Avenue of the West,” cuts a broad 

dividing -line to the south, and fifty 

paces to'the riorth of this extremely 
modern thoroughfare lies the famous 

Death Trap. 

This natural trap, thousands of 

years old, is as effective .oday as it 

ever was. That it ‘was effective: in 
olden times many fossil skeletons in 
the Los Angeles Museum of: Science 
and History attest.. Where the pres- 
ent-day automobile hums and oc- 
casionally backfires, "m the: far-off 
past the mastodon and the: cave lion 

trailed and captured their prey. j 
The only monument* that has with- 

stood the changes of time is the line 
of the Hollywood foothills,’ offering 
a glimpse of snow-capped Old Baldy 
in the far background of the North-.

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HOFFMAN HOUSE TOOK IT 


Famous Hotel, Bullt In 1864, Was 
Rendezvous for the Socially: 
Prominent. 


How;. by refusing to accept a 99-year 
lease at a yearly rental of $1,000, a 
Man gave up a piece of-property now 
valued at well over $4,000,000, was told 
recently at a meeting of real estate 
‘eppraisers. \ 
The story typifies one aspect of New 
ork’s realty field, in .which land 
values’ shift rapidly, and is also inti- 
mately connected with the Hoffman 
House, one of the most famous of 
Manhattan hostelries, which in 1915 
fave way to a lofty office building, 
thus joining the lengthening line of 
Wew York City landmarks now gone 
into oblivion. 

it appears that: a “man named - F. 
Bchaettler, a prominent, manufacturer 
of architectural woodwork, was 
brought from Hamburg in-1840 or), 
thereabout by a commission appointed: 
by Congress to make & model of thei 
fagade and Corinthian columns of the 
Capitol building .in Washington. 
Schaettler was duly féted.in the na- 
tional capital and then;promptly set to 
ywork. After a few months’ work he 
had finished his commission and did 
himself honor. 

But time, so the story goes, hung 
heavily on his hands, and he was loath 


to return’ to Germany. Consequently. 


he took a more or less flying visit to 
New York, and liked the city so well 
that he decided to make it his’ home 
and place of business. He rented a 
one-story structure'on Broadway be- 
tween Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fifth 
Streets, for which he paid $800.a year, 
considered quite a rental in those 
days. 

For some fifteen years_he occupied 
the building, and would have probably 
remained in it much longer had it not 
been for John .Hoffman, then War 
Governor of New York State, who in 
1860 approached Schaettler with what 
may be viewed now as a very tempt- 
ing offer. 

The Governor wanted Schaettler to 
extend the period of his lease to 99 

years, the only compensation for this 
Seteiege te bee rae i the rental of 
$200 per um, making’ it altogether 
$1,000 a Schaettiér gave ce 
matter due consideration. He argued 
that the $800 yearly rental he was then 
paying was large enough; and that he 
saw no reason why he ghould further 
burden himself ‘and his heirs with the 
$200 increase for such a@ long period. 
Consequently he lost no time in giving 
up the property, and thereby, accord- 
ing to real estate men who now look 
at that corner, hé made a huge mis- 


take. 
Hoffman House Built. - 

The place Schaettler occupied was 
torn down soon afterward, when the 
first part of the Hoffm&n House was 
erected, back in‘ 1864. When the orig- 
inal Hoffman House was opened it 
was managed Read, Wall & “ 
‘The hotel was three times, In 


1885 an annex was opened. doubling |, 
the original size of the hotel. In 1907 
it was entirely remodeled in white 
‘ limestone and in a astylé of arhcitec- 
ture to blend with the portion of the 
old hotel left standing. 

The addition was.part of the great 
improvements then being made around 
Madison Squafe, which included the 
Flatiron: Building, the Appellate Divi- 
sion Court. House, Dr. Parkhurst’s new 
church and the new, section of *the 
Metropolitan life Insurance Building. 
, One of the improvements was de- 
parture in hotel construction and con- 
sisted of a laundry on the f, which 
presented many advantages over the 
former underground 1 laundry. 

In its old days the Hoffman House 
vied with the Fifth Avenut Hotel .as 
great political headquarters. The Fifth 
Avenue Hotel was a rendezvous for 
the Republicans, and the Democrats 


\ made the Hoffman House their honte. 


Many important political campaigns 
were waged between these well-known 
hotels, and frequéntly on. election 
nights their safes contained thousands 
of dollarg* wagered’ on the result. 
Grover Cléveland stopped there often 
and was living there when elected to 
the.Presidency for a second term. 

In 1882 Edward 8. Stokes became a 
partner and took over the pepe 7 
ment of the house. In that capacity 
he improved his acquaintance with 
Cleveland, and it was Cleveland as 
President ‘who réstored him to citizen- 
ship in 1884, as Stokes had served four 
years in Sing Sing Prison for the fatal 
shooting of James Fisk Jr.; also'‘known 
as “Jubilee Jim,”’ in 1871.

“Another unusual experience was the 
trip from Bergen on the famous 
steamer Irma to the Ice Pack; as it 
makes but one trip a year, in August, 
81 degrees 
2 minutes North—the furthest that 
anybody except. exployers and whalers 
has even been. We were.at Spitzber- 
gen, *where Amundsen started his re- 
cent flight over the North Pole, and 
when we got to the Ice Pack we. lost 
on ty sun for two days and saw nothing 

ice, 

Pe ig visited all the Buropean coun- 

tries, did the usual things and saw the 
nsual sights that, tourists generally 
see and then on to Afri Town, 
then Kimberley, where we saw the dia- 
mond mines in operation. The blue 
earth and diamonds come out on a pul- 
sator, where the earth is washed 
away and the diamonds remain on an 
oily substance. After being permitted 
to watch this process for some time we 
suddenly saw a huge white diamond 
washed out of the earth, which was 
indeed a thrill. We also vistied the 
gold mines at Johannesburg, and then 
came a thirty-three-day trip 
the East Coast of Africa, in which we 
—— Zanzibar, Mombasa and Port 

“The trip up the Wile, however, was 
the gem, not only of this trip, but of of 
twenty years of travel. Egypt is the 
land of comfort—the hotels are equal 
to anything you can find in the world 
—in Cairo, ‘Luxor and Assuan. There 
are wonderful old monuments, tombs, 
and tem anion dn a wonderful state of 
preservation, We saw the gold coffin 
of King Tut in the museum and went 
down into his tomb also, though there 
was much that was not shown to the 
public at that time. There are sup- 
posed to: be 182. tombs in Thebes and 
so far only eighty-two have been dis- 
covered. It is now a matter of history 
that the Egyptians were the only an- 
cient race who sat in chairs 8, years 
ago, as. eioine, such as we have now, 
were found in King Tut's tomb.

Soon Need Space Equal to 
Present Penn. Station. 


RAPID SUBURBAN GROWTH 


Traffic..Facilities Have Not Kept 
Pace With Population Increase, 
Says C. H. Frederick. 


_ Complaint, recently made of con- 
@ested pasgenger traffic conditions at 
the Long Island Railroad terminal in 
the Pennsylvania Station, Manhattan, 
and at the Flatbush Avenue station, 
Brooklyn, by the Association of Long 
Island commuters, was answered yes- 
terday by Cadman H. Frederick, one 
of Long Island’s active real ‘estate de- 
velopers and builders. He predicted 
that before many years the Long 
Island Railroad would need as much 
terminal space as is contained in the 
present Pennsylvania Station. 

“The Long Island Railroad has been 
unjustly criticized and blamed for a 
condition that no one could foresee,’’ 
gaid Mr. Frederick. ‘The increase in 
the number of passengers to Queens, 
Nassau and Suffolk counties’ rapidly 
growing suburbs, during the past few 
years, is nothing to be compared with 
the probable increase in the years to 

* eome, and new stations and new equip- 
ment will be necessary. 

“I believe that a commission should 
be appointed to give the subject care- 
ful study and if it is found that the 
Long Island Railroad needs more fi- 
nancial support. I believe that the pub- 
lic will be only too glad to do every- 
thing in its power to assist the road to 
take care of Long Island’s increasing 
population. 

‘“‘When the Pennsylvania Station was 
erected in 1910, it was the opinion that 
the facilities of the station were ample 
to meet the requirements of the Penn- 
sylvania and Long Island roads for 
Many years to come. 

Exceptionally Rapid Growth. 

“No one then could have foreseen the 
gapid growth in Queens, Nassau and 
Suffolk counties that has taken place 
in the last sixteen years. 

“In 1910, Queens had a population of 
orily 288,000, while the five boroughs of 
New York had a population of 4,785,- 
000.. In 1920, the population of Queens, 
according to United States census, was 
469,000, and this total is estimated now 
to have increased to more than 910,000. 
The increase “from 1920-1926 is esti- 
mated to have been 93 per cent. 

“A further idea of the difficulty in 
handling the passenger traffic of the 
Long Island Railroad may be seen 
from the fact that during the five 
years from 1920-1925 the amount ex- 
pendéd on new construction in Queens 

_totaled more than $728,000,000, with

“It is impossible to continue adding 
to the population of Long Island, to the 
number of- homes and industries, with- 
out increasing the traffic facilities. 
Queens, with an area of 117 square 
miles, comprises 37.4 per cent. of the 
total area of New York City: With the 
electrification of the Montayk Division 
of the Long Island Railroad to Babylon, 
and the electrification of other. di- 
visions, the number of commuters is 
being increased constantly. 


Maximum Train Service. 
*T am informed that the Long Island 
Railroad, at the present time, during 
the rush hours uses the Pennsylvania 


Railroad tubes and that the Long 
Island Railroad trains depart ‘from 
the ‘station every one minyte and 
five seconds; also that when the 
Long Island tubes only are used 
the time that elapses between the de- 
parture of the trains is only two min- 
utés and five seconds. This practically 
is a subway schedule, and I: do not 
believe it would be possible, or safe, for 
the, road under existing. conditions to 
operate its trains more frequently or 
thore rapidly. In my opinion, the only 
solution to the problem is the con- 
struction of subways into Queens and 
the immediate completion of the new 
Long Island City terminal. 

“Queens Borough at the present time 
has 71 miles of railroad trackage, mak- 
ing 174 miles of single track, most of 
which is electrified. There are more 
than sixty stations in the borough, and 
there is also the New York Connect- 


ing Railroad, freight and passenger ¥ 


branches, via the bridge over Hell 
Gate. In addition, there are fifty miles 
of single track on five extensions of 
the Interboro and Brodklyn-Manhattan 
Transfer from Manhattan and Brook- 
lyn, reaching to Astoria, Corona, Ja- 
maica, Ozone Park and Ridgewood, and 
the Corona division of the Queensboro 
subway is now being extended to Main 
‘Btreet, Flushing. _ 

“The Queensboro Chamber of Com- 
merce, realizing the need of additional 
rapid transit facilities, last January 
adopted a resolution endorsing the re- 

* quest of Mayor Walker to the State 
Legislature to extend the debt limit of 
New York City to $275,000,000 in order 
to provide for the construction of new 
subways, principally in the Borough 
of Queens, which has less than 8 per 
cent.” of the total track mileage of 
elevated and subway lines in New 
York City. 

“Another important factor in the 
future development of Long Island is 
the program of the Long Island State 
Park Commission for a system of 
parks and parkways to relieve the 
enormous congestion of automobile 
traffic. : 

“The problem of the Long Island 
Railroad is one that must be met, and, 
in my opinion, the road is doing every- 
thing that is humanly possible to pro- 
vide clean, fast and safe railroad ser- 
bree ‘to and from all parts of Long
